Community rallies around girl who lost leg

It sometimes takes a tragedy to 


create a community. This Is the case 
In Vcrnon Township, where residents' 
have gathered together to help a 
young Prairie View girl who was the 
victim of a vldous hit-and-run in- 
cident last August. 


On Dec. 11 local citizens will show 


how much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses for 14-year-old Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right leg when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 
U.S. Rte. 45 and Port Clinton Road 
near Half Day. 


Some residents 
say they have 


pitched In to help the.Anderson family 


because they are neighbors. Many 
who are raising funds through bake 
sales and pancake breakfasts do not 
even know Ellen, but they think about 
what It 'would be like if it had been 
their own daughter. 


IT WAS THE horror many residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken- 
ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. 


The accident happened early In the 


evening Aug. 19. Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
saw a car coming. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away from the 
road the driver veered towards her. 
The car then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 


No arrests have been made 'and 


there are no strong leads to answer 
the question: who was the driver? 


The only evidence police have is a 


description of the car: it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 1976 Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking light 
lens and damage to the grill work. 


"Somebody out there knows. Some- 


body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf, a Lake County Sheriff's in- 
vestigator In charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wait a minute. "This family was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
injury to their daughter, but also from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
Fishbein, a Vernon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day. 


ELLEN HAS GONE through four 


operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four inches be- 
low the hip. 


Ellen is home after a two-month 


stay in the hospital and is making 
progress, her father, David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takes Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy every 
day and in January she will be fitted 
for an artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute.

Medical costs for Ellen have ex- 


ceeded $30,000 and continue to grow. 
Insurance benefits for Ellen amount 
to $8,000 with the possibility of anoth- 
er $10,000 from the state. David An- 
derson earns $12,000 a year as a Ver- 
non Township highway commissioner. 
There are six children in the family. 


The residents of Vcrnon Township 


responded to this need by setting up 
the Ellen Anderson Fund, which is 
being handled by the First National 
Bank of Lincolnshire. The fund has 
more than $16,000. A day-long event is 
set for Dec. 11 at Stevenson High 
School, 111 Rte. 22, Prairie View, 
where Ellen would have been a fresh-

Hearings slated 
on construction 
of underpass 


Construction 
of 
the 
Arlington 


Heights Road underpass downtown at 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks could begin next summer with 
public hearings on the $5.7 million 
project planned for January or Febru- 
ary, Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said 
Tuesday. 


Engineering plans and an environ- 


mental impact study for the under- 
pass were submitted to the state, 
Hanson said. 


Financing, which already'has been 


approved, calls for the federal govern- 
ment to pay about $4 million with the 
state and village each paying $850,000 
and the railway company paying 
$50,000. The village will use motor fuel 
tax funds to pay Us share. 


> 
"The only thing that .could possibly 


thwart its start now would be the ac- 
quisition of right-of-way," he said. 
The project, which has been discussed 
for nearly 20 years, will take about 
two years to complete, Hanson said. 


THE WORK WILL require the relo- 


cation of the Hill-Behan Lumber Co. 
and several businesses .along North- 
west Highway, between Arlington 
Heights Road and Pine Street, Hanson 
said. 


The right-of-way acquisition could 


be hurried if the state gets Involved, 
he said. 


The removal of the lumber com- 


pany will be one of the first steps be- 
cause the railway tracks will have to 
be on that property during digging of 
the underpass. 


During construction of the under- 


pass, southbound traffic on Arlington 
Heights Road will be rerouted to the 
Evergreen Avenue railway crossing 
and northbound traffic will be de- 
toured to the crossing at McKinley 
Street, which has not been completed. 


The Evergreen Avenue railroad 


crossing will be eliminated when the 
project is completed, Hanson said. 


Parks officials vote 4-year terms 


Arlington Heights park commission- 


ers have voted to reduce park board 
terms to four years, but rejected a 
proposal to Increase the oard to 
seven members. 


There are five board members 


serving staggered two-, four-and six- 
year terms. However, if the length of 
terms> had not been changed, mem- 
bers would have been elected for six 
years next April because of a 1975 
change In the state park district code. 


Terms of three commissioners, Rob- 


ert P. Rohlcder, Robert J. Throck- 
morton and Parks Pres. Lloyd W. 
Meyer will expire in April. None has 
made a decision whether to run for 
election next year. 


PARKS ATTY. CHARLES K. Bob!- 


nette said as a result of Monday's 
vote commissioners will be elected in 
April to one 2-year and two 4-year 
terms. 


That will stagger terms so three 


will expire in 1979 and two in 1981. In 


the future all terms will be four 
years. 


Comr. Kothryn Graham cast the 


only minority vote in each decision. 
She said a six-year term Is needed to 
create more experienced board mem- 
bers. "If someone Is going to move 
before the term expires they're just 
as likely to move before four years 
are up than six." 


She said a seven-member board 


would have brought more variety and- 
expertise to the park district. 


COMR. JACQUELINE J. Gruene- 


wald disagreed. "I think you have an 
easier time getting a totally dedicated 
person with a four-year term. You 
might still scare off some talented 
person If you ask them to plan their 
future six years in advance." 


Meyer, Throckmorton and Rohleder 


were unavailable for comment.

Jan. 10.

reau of Schaumburg. 


But Thanksgiving still has a 


special meaning this year, she 
added. 


"At least we're grateful that the 


•kids will be all right," she said. 
"And I thank God that there are 
people that help out in time of 
need." 


The response of the public has 


been "tremendous" since the ac- 
cident, observed Mrs. Feirick, 
2306 Kirchoff Rd. 


A Margaret E. Garreau Memor- 


ial Fund was established at the 
Bank of Rolling Meadows, 3250 
Kirchoff Rd., and residents from 
throughout the Northwest suburbs 
have donated more than $3,000, 
which will be used to feed and 
clothe th'e youngsters. 


MRS. FEIRICK recounted sev- 


eral other attempts to help Scott, 
8, and Carolyn, 6: 


• A class at a Schaumburg 


school sent a mass of get-well 
cards to the two youngsters. 


• Two children, roughly the 


same age as Scott and Carolyn, 
volunteered to donate $5 of their 
own money. 


• A Girl Scout troop in Rolling 


Meadows, which had saved $50 for 
an outing, decided instead to do- 
nate the money to the children. 


"Boy, people are sure wonder- 


ful," Mrs. Feirick said. "I never

Tax cut? Maybe—Honeymoon? You bet! 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Assured 


by oven Republican legislators of a 
"long, long honeymoon* with Con- 
gress, President-elect Jimmy Carter 
said Tuesday it would be a mistake to 
assume he has already decided to 
sock a tax cut. 


Carter told a news conference dur- 


ing his seven-hour scries of meetings 
with congressional leaden that his 
major legislative goals early next 
year will be reducing unemployment 
and reorganizing the government. 


"It would be a mistake to pre- 


suppose there will be a tax cut," Car- 
ter said. He said that while a tax cut 
la possible, he will first nave to see 
what the economic Indicators are at 
the time he takes office. 


CARTER FLEW BACK to hlB home 


in Plains, Go. in early evening, carry- 
Ing with him a briefing book the thick- 
ness of two big city telephone direc- 
tories which he said he planned to 
study on "quiet days" Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


Carter mentioned during his first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
that a prompt tax cut might be 
needed If the economy were'still in' a 
slump in January, but he said Tues- 
day: "There has been an excessive 
assumption by the press that I have ' 
made a decision on a tax cut.'.' • 


Chairman Al Ullman of the tax-writ- 


ing House Ways & Means Committee,' 
sitting next to Carter, said later: "He 
feels, as I do, that there are other 
options that might be more effective 
(than a tax cut)." 


Carter also said he has set a goal of 


reducing the current 7.9 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per cent by 
the end of his first year in office. 


He emphasized the fact that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 6 per cent growth in the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
tainable. Carter'and Burns met Mon- 
day. 


CARTER TOLD Senate and House 


leaders that he would consult with 
Congress early in the formulation of 
any major legislation and said "there 
have been serious mistakes under Re- 
publican and Democratic presidents 
in the past because of the absence of 
this kind of discussion." 


The first Democratic president-elect 


in eight years also met with Republi- 
can leaders and Sen. Robert Glrffin, 
the possible new Senate GOP leader, 
said "he can expect cooperation from 
us." 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., said "I 


am looking forward to a long, long 
honeymoon" between the White House 
and Congress. 


Carter said his series of closed door 


meetings throughout the Capitol build- 
ing were "a demonstration to the 
country and to other nations that 
there is a compatibility between my- 
self and President Ford's adminis- 
tration on the one hand and with the 
leaders of Congress on the other." ', 


He promised to consult with Senate 


and House committee chairmen on 


cabinet appointments and said "it will 
be two or three weeks before I make 
very many announcements! There 
may be one or two between now and 
then." - 


CARTER ALSO pledged, after stat- 


ing his determination to propose a 
government reorganization plan early 
in the year and to "minimize the 
number of staff members In the White 
House. The number will ba substan- 
tially below that of past years." 
, Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., chair- 
man of the House Appropriations 
Committee, said Carter told a closed- 
door lunch with House leaders that 
"one of his top priorities was getting 
a mandate from Congress to submit a 
program of. reorganization of the gov- 
' ernment." 


Ullman said: "There are a lot of 


people in this town who say (reorgani- 
zation) can't be done. I think Jimmy 
Carter has the great advantage of not 
knowing that it can't be'done. God 
Bless him. I'm going to help him." 


Carter specifically sought out indi- 


vidual meetings with Sen. Abraham 
Rlbicoff, D-Conn., and Rep. Jack 
'Brooks, D-Tex., chairmen respective- 
ly to the Senate and House Govern- 
ment Operations Committee which 
have jurisdiction over reorganization 
legislation.

A spectacular international odyssey 


has ended for a 6-year-old boy, who 
spent Tuesday with his father at their 
northwest Chicago home after 5& 
years of separation. 


Wojiech Bejnarowicz last saw his 


father, Zygmunt, in May 1971 In Lon- 
don when judges ordered his mother, 
Margaret, to surrender the boy to her 
former husband. 


The following day, Mrs. Bejnarow- 


icz and Wojiech disappeared, and the 
father began a relentless, 5%-year 
search over four continents that cost 
$30,000 before he caught up with 
his former wife on a crowded London 
street last week. 


BEJNAROWICZ, a Park Ridge den- 


tal surgeon, and four private detec- 
tives he hired snatched Wojiech away 
from his ex-wife outside her London 
flat, spiriting him off to a Brighton 
hotel, then to Paris and then the 
United States. 


In Brighton, a resort city on Brit- 


ain's channel coast, 
Bejnarowicz 


spent the first night introducing him- 
self to his son. When abducted by his 
father, Wojiech was wearing ragged 
clothes. He never had attended school 
and was taught by his mother that his 
name was Andrew Kitton, Bejnarow- 
icz said. 


"The very first night he started 


calling me Daddy," Bejnarowicz said. 


His father tucked Wojiech into bed 


and told him a bedtime story. "Ever 
since then he's wanted me to tell this 
story over and over," Bejmarowicz 
said. 


FATHER AND SON returned home 


Sunday to a two-story house at 7730 
W. Peterson Ave., Chicago, where 


Bejnarowicz lives with his parents, 
Joseph and Helen Bejnarowicz, and 
sister Elwina. 


Young Wojiech came home to a 


house filled with toys — trucks, 
stuffed animals and a bicycle. "We 
accumulated them over a period of 
time, because we never gave up hope 
he'd be back," Bejnarowicz said. 


Wojiech "was virtually a prisoner" 


with his mother, Bejnarowicz ex- 
plained. "But he's really getting out 
of his shell now." 


"NOW HE'S PULLING our house 


apart," Bejnarowicz said, and grin- 
ned. "He rides Ms bicycle through the 
kitchen, he took all his toys and put 
them by his bedside. He's interested 
in absolutely everything." 


Wojiech, however, still prefers to 


speak Polish, although he understands 
English, his father said. 


The 45-year-old father understands 


the hardship his son experienced. Bej- 
narowicz spent several years of his 
childhood in exile with his family in 
Siberia, where vengeful Russians de- 
ported them in 1940. The Soviets had 
imprisoned Bejnarowiez's father in a 
concentration camp during the war. 


WOJIECH'S MOTHER 
allegedly 


had donned disguises, forged pass- 
ports and hid in Britain and possibly 
Canada to keep a step ahead of her 
former husband and the American 
and British courts that had awarded 
custody of their child to Bejnarowicz. 


Bejnarowicz still fears his former 


•wife may hire her own agents to kid- 
nap their son, and he is considering 
hiring a bodyguard to accompany 
Wojiech to school. 


"What you see is a happy ending," 


Bejnarowicz said. "But the misery I 
had to go through was terrible.

Files list Hoover in homosexual rumors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Jus- 


tlce Dept. late Tuesday released cen- 
sored summaries of 164 confidential 
flics of late FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover that hinted at intriguing read- 
ing. 


The official summaries consisted of 


a fow lines describing contents of the 
file folders. But names and other de- 
tails wero blanked out. 


One undeleted name was Hoover's 


own. The array of flies contained 
many accusations that prominent men 
wore homosexuals — and Hoover's 
name was mentioned often. 


The files also covered a full range 


of scandals. Ono 67-pago file on a pe- 
riod from 195845 bore this descrip- 
tion: 


"CONTAINS ALMOST entirely let- 


ters to Hoover from... Washington 


field office containing general immor- 
al or criminal activities on the part of 
diplomats, government employes, pol- 
iticians, sport figures, socially promi- 
nent persons, senators and con- 
gressmen."

— of race relations in cities, of alleged 
homosexuality with denials, subver- 
sive activities, and top secret in- 
telligence'— with almost all names 
and virtually all details deleted.

dies at 72 


• A n d r e MaJraux, the In- 


tellectual man of action Charles 
de Gaulle once called "my favor- 
ite genius," died in Paris Tuesday 
at 75. Malraux won world fame in 
three separate careers: as the au- 
thor of such novels as "Man's 
Fate" and "Man's Hope," as a 
filer on the Republican side in the 
Spanish Civil War and a French 
resistance leader in World War II, 
and as de Gaulle's minister of cul- 
ture. Malraux died of chronic lung 
congestion. He was mourned by 
friends and enemies alike ...

'Modest' pay hike 
needed: Thompson 


James R. Thompson Tuesday said he thinks state legislators and 


officials, Including himself, should receive modest pay increases. 
"I don't think anybody should have to make a financial sacrifice 
year after year because he chooses to serve tho public," the for- 
mer U.S. attorney said during a talk show on radio station WIND. 
Thompson said the governor's salary of $50,000 a year has not 
been Increased since 1072 and, if tho current session of the legisla- 
ture docs not approve a pay raise, It will be 1078 before the salary 
can bo increased.

buying power now that It did in 1972 because of the increased cost 
of living.

Chicago clinic still giving shots 
Swine flu report spurs queries

The Illness of a Concorde, Mo. man 


was "partially" confirmed Tuesday 
as the nation's first cose of swine flu 
since February, sparking renewed In- 
terest in the government's vaccination 
program. 


Four other Concordla residents 


showed similar symptons but tests 
have not confirmed whether they con- 
tracted the disease. 


Northwest suburban hospitals and 


health officials reported an above av- 
erage number of telephone calls from 
persons who wanted to get a vaccina- 
tion shot. 


Federal health officials ordered an 


emergency shipment of 1.2 million 
doses of vaccine to Missouri, where a 
swine flu case was suspected. 


"IDENTIFICATION OF the Con- 


cordla case through blood samples is 
partial confirmation that this is swine 
flu, but there has been no virus isola- 
tion and no evidence so far of other 
cases of the swine flu strain," Staf- 
ford Smith of the Center for Disease 
Control at Atlanta said. 


The blood samples were taken from 


a telephone lineman who last month 
apparently suffered from the upper 
respiratory disease. Concordla is a 
town of 1,800, 65 miles east of Kansas 
City. 


The lineman's possible swine flu 


case is the first to surface since Feb- 
ruary when 12 coses and one death 
occurred at Ft. Dix, N.J. But officials 
cautioned about speculation of a pos- 
sible epidemic now. 
-. There arc no more swine flu vacci- 
nation clinics planned in the North- 
west suburbs and shots are not avail- 
able at the area's hospitals. 


"WE DON'T PLAN any more clinics 


and we've received no notice of any 
'mop up' clinic in the area," said Ar- 
l i n g t o n Heights Health Director 
George Weinand. "We're advising 
people who want a shot to go to one of 
the clinics still operating in Chicago, 
or they can call the Cook County 
Health Dept. In Des Plaines for more 
information," he said. The number is

Bomb threat at restaurant 
forces Hearst to go home 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 


Hearst, venturing into public for "tho 
first time since her release on bail, 
fled the Top of the Mark cocktail 
lounge because of a bomb threat from 
a man who claimed to belong to the 
Symbioncse Liberation Army, police 
disclosed Tuesday. 


Miss Hearst's attorney, Albert John- 


son, said the newspaper heiress, ac- 
companied by him and bodyguards, 
went across the street from her par- 
ents' apartment atop Nob Hill Monday 
night to the Mark Hopkins Hotel, 
where the penthouse bar with its fam- 
ed view of San Francisco is located. 


AS THEY SAT in the lounge for an 


• after-dinner drink, the Mark Hopkins 
began receiving anonymous telephone 
calls from a man who threatened to 
set off a bomb In the hotel. He said he 
belonged to the terrorist SLA that kid- 
naped Miss Hearst, 22, from her Ber- 
keley, Calif., apartment in 1974. 


Miss Hearst was released on $1.5 


million bail Friday pending appeal of 


her conviction for robbing a bank with 
the SLA 10 weeks after her abduction. 
She has been cooperating with the 
government in providing information 
about her former underground associ- 
ates. 


After the third call to the hotel she 


fled back to her parents' apartment. 


Hotel switchboard operator Elsa 


Maldonado said the first call, appar- 
ently from someone who had been fol- 
lowing Hearst, came, at 10:35 p.m. 
when Miss Hearst and her party al- 
ready were in the Top of the Mark. 


The operator told police the caller 


phoned back about five minutes later. 


WHILE POLICE were questioning 


that operator about 11 p.m., the man 
called once more. 


Patrolmen went to the Top of the 


Mark and escorted the Hearst party 
back to the family apartment. 


After a fourth call from the man, 


the hotel was searched for a bomb but 
none was found. 


Jet crashes in Greece; 
all 50 aboard killed 


SALONICA, Greece (UPI) - An 


Olympic Airways airliner trying to 
land in heavy fog crashed Into a 
mountainside in northern 
Greece 


Tuesday, killing all 46 passengers and 
4 crewmembers. 


An airline spokesman said an Amer- 


ican couple he could identify only as 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Campbell were 
among six foreigners who died. The 
s p o k e s m a n said the Campbells 
worked for the Del Monte canning 
company at Larissa, Greece. 


Police at Kozani, near the-scene of 


the accident, said rescue teams that 
reached the wreckage at an altitude 
of 4,500 feet found no survivors. 


"They were able to recover all 50 


bodies, all of 4hem burned," he said. 
"Two of them were recognizable." 


OLYMPIC AIRWAYS said the air- 


liner — a Japanese built Nihon twin- 
turboprop YS-11 — took off from 
Athens at 8:35 a.m. on a flight to Ko- 


zani, 200 miles northwest of the capi- 
tal with a stopover at Larissa. 


When the plane reached Larissa 


the control tower informed the pilot 
the airport was closed because of poor 
visibility. 


At the Kozani airport a spokesman 


said that minutes before the crash the 
pilot reported: "I am 15 miles from 
Kozani and I cannot land because It is 
too foggy." 


"Those were his last words," the 


spokesman said. 


The plane carried fuel for four 


hours flying and had been in the air 
for 1 hour and 10 minutes when the 
accident occurred. The pilot, Con- 
stantino Skiadis, had logged 8,960 fly- 
ing hours and his copilot Nikos Tar- 
naris 6,000.'

Suburbs' funds for water 
to help pay city services?

Suburban residents could wind up 


paying for Chicago city services un- 
der Mayor Richard J. Daley's plan to' 
raise Iho city's water rates. 


The possibility stems from a charge 


by independent Cldcngo Aid. Martin 
Obcrman that the proposed 21 per 
cent hike in water rales is really a 
hidden tax Increase that will be used 
to pay for a variety of city services. 


Because the new rates will bo 


passed on to suburbs who buy water 
from Chicago, suburban ' residents 
could find themselves involuntarily 
subsidizing the cost of Chicago gov- 
ernment If Obcrman's accusation is 
true. 


DES PLAINES now buys its water 


from Chicago and eight other North- 
west suburbs, members of SHARE + 
3, arc considering plans estimated to 
cost $42 million to $62 million to bring 
Chicago water to the area in five 


years. 


More than 70 suburbs buy water 


from the city. By law, they pay the 
same rate as Chicago water users. 


The strongest reaction lo the water 


rate controversy, being debated in the 
Chicago city council's finance com- 
mittee, came from Nlles Mayor Nich- 
olas Blase. 


Blase said Tuesday he will discuss 


filing o class action lawsuit against 
Chicago to got lowe'r water rates for 
suburban purchasers. He said he pro- 
posed the suit at a meeting in Decem- 
ber with representatives from 39 oilier 
suburbs that now buy Chicago water 
and took port in on April 1975 study to 
determine whether the suburbs were 
being charged properly. 


BLASE SAID THE lawsuit will 


charge that the suburbs are unfairly 
being asked to pay for maintaining 
Chicago's sewer system, 30,000 fire 
plugs, and the free water given to hos- 
pitals and other institutions in the 


cRy. 


"We should not be paying for things 


that are solely beneficial to the people 
of Chicago. We should be paying only 
for the water that comes from Lake 
Michigan and is purified and comes 
to the suburbs," Blase said. 


The idea for the suit was prompted, 


he said, by Daley's rate hike proposal 
and Oberman's charge that $13 mil- 
lion of the additional $15 million a 
year the new rates would raise will be 
used for nonwater department ex- 
penses. 


Obcrman said that $4.7 million of 


the $15 million will be used for a pen- 
sion fund for water department em- 
ployes and that $0.2 million will be 
used to pay for other city services. 


"I believe the suburbs, and the 


whole metropolitan area, should sup- 
port Chicago government," ho said. 


"But if you're going to do that it 


should be a straightforward manner 
such as a commuter tax."

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TV networks 
eyed for antitrust 
lawsuit by FCC 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Saying 


"serious" antitrust Issues have been 
raised, the Justice Dept. asked the 
ftxteral Communications Commission 
Tuesday to consider forcing the major 
networks lo sell some or all of the 
television stations they own and oper- 
ate. 


The department also urged the.,FCC 


to launch a major investigation Into 
the way the three big TV networks 
control the programming of their af- 
filiate stations. 


The proposals were made in com- 


ment* on a complaint by the West- 
Inghouse Broadcasting Co. that the 
major networks have Increased their 
share of broadcast programming and 
revenues at the expense, of affiliated 
stations. 


Spokesmen for the three network 


television stations in Clilcago either 
declined to comment or disputed the 
Justice Dept. complaint. 


"THIS IS A corporate legal problem 


and the New York office said they will 
refrain from comment until they have 
fully reviewed the Justice Dept. com- 
plaint," Bald a spokesman for WL5- 
TV, the ABC owned and operated sta- 
tion In Chicago. 


A spokesman for WBBM-TV, the 


CBS affiliate here quoted John Schnei- 
der, president of the CBS Broadcast 
Group, saying, "Just as we main- 
tained the Westlnghouse petition con- 
tained allegations totally without mer- 
it, we regard the position of the Jus- 
tice Dept to be without merit," 
Schneider sold. 


A spokesman for WMAQ-TV, the 


NBC affiliate, said the network would 
have oo Immediate comment on the 
action. 


Tlw Justice Dept. sold it "agrees 


tlwt the great economic power pos- 
sessed by national television networks 
may haw substantially eroded the 
ability of (affiliates) to exercise gen- 
uine independence In programming 
decisions." 


Tin department sold Westlnghouso 


data indicate the networks have "sub- 
stantially Increased their share of 
b r o a d c a s t i n g revenues and sig- 
nificantly enlarged (lie proportion of 
broadcast programming that is net- 
work originated." 


"SHOULD (the Westlnghouse) alle- 


gations be borne out, tltcy would raise 
serious Issues both as a matter of 
communications policy and of anti- 
trust policy," the department said. 


"Accordingly, the department sup- 


ports the request that the commission 
undertake a broad investigation into 
the network structure, power, and af- 
filiate relationship with 
view to 


Identifying problems that are suscep- 
tible to solution by rulcmoking." 


The department said the Issues at 


stake warrant Its call for the FCC to 


launch the "first comprehensive in- 
quiry Into network television since the 
'Barrow report* of the 1930s." 


Westlnghouse petitioned for FCC ac- 


tion on behalf of a group of stations it 
owns and operates. The FCC asked 
the Justice Dept. and other Interested 
agencies and groups to file comments.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - There is a 


word for people who indulge in wish- 
ful thinking in politics — losers. 


Another word that seems to mean 


the same thing is Republicans. 


Republicans say a majority of 


Americans subscribe to the basic 
principles of their party. They point to 
poll after poll showing that most 
Americans consider themselves to be 
conservative or moderates leaning to- 
ward conservatism. 


And they conclude: "We've got the 


people on our side. Now all we need is 
the candidates." Or the organization. 
Or the campaign funds. Or the public 
relations. 


Tlie Republicans have been kidding 


themselves. Even when they have had 
attractive candidates, efficient cam- 
paign organizations, abundant funds 
and friendly publicity, they continue 
to lose elections. They obviously don't 
have the people. 


The record is this: The Congress 


has been controlled by Democrats 
with only two brief exceptions for 
more than 40 years. Democrats have 
won seven of the last 11 presidential 
elections. More than two-thirds of the 
governors now are Democrats. Demo- 
crats control both houses of the legis- 
lature in 36 states.' 


Republican wishful thinking stems 


from the general theory that the GOP 
is the political home of conservatives 
in this country. Just as the Democrats 
tend to take liberal support for grant- 
ed, the Republicans assume they ore 
going to get the votes of people on tlic 
ideological right. 


But it seems quite clear now that 


many Americans who regard them- 
selves as moderate or conservative do 
not identify with the Republican Par- 
ty. Instead, they call themselves 
"independents" and they vote for 
Democrats who seem to be in tlic 
middle of the road. 


Why have the Republicans failed to 


win these votes? Their own research 
in the past three years tells them 
some of the answers. GOP polls show 
that the party has a "country club" 
image, tlic reputation of representing 
people who "have it made." 


But much of the "conservative ma- 


jority" the GOP feels should support 
it does not fit that image. It is the 
wage earning middle class, blue col- 
lar as well as white, believers In the 
idea that people must work to sur- 
vive. 


These people dislike those who 


would rather live off the labor of oth- 
ers than work themselves, but that in- 
cludes the idle rich as well as welfare 
chisclers. They often know, from bit- 
ter experience or close personal ob- 
servation, that not everyone who is 
out of work or collecting welfare is 
lazy and dishonest. 


It is in this regard that Republi- 


cans, especially in the heat of cam- 
paigns, often make problems for 
themselves. They let themselves be 
pictured as hostile to everyone who 
hasn't succeeded, as the champions of 
wealth and privilege. 


When Republican orators denounce 


welfare cheating, they seldom stress 
that the majority of people on public 
assistance are truly in need and 
unable to provide for themselves. 


George Wallace almost always made 
that distinction, but it is hard to recall 
a Republican politician who has done 
so recently. 


When Republicans talk about con- 


sumer protection, they usually focus 
on the majority of businesses that sell 
safe products, give honest service and 
do not lie in their advertising. This 
often is followed by dire warnings 
against crippling regulation of busi- 
ness, and suggestions that Americans 
ore smart enough to protect them- 
selves in the marketplace. 


These two examples are general- 


izations, but they occur often enough 
to make ammunition for Democrats 
against Republicans. They do not ex- 
plain all the reasons the Republicans 
are losing, but they illustrate at least 
one area in which the GOP hutfs it- 
self.

Soviets face showdown , 


Brezhnev eyes Carter, Hua with uncertainty

Standing on 'Lenin's tomb recently, 


counting the record number of por- 
traits of himself carried in the Soviet 
Union's 59th birthday parade, Leonid 
Brezhnev also had to contemplate the 
thought of two virtually unknown 
quantities In the capitals of the two 
powers that loom largest in his view: 
Jimmy Carter and Hua Kuo Feng. 


Alter his heavy investment in Rich- 


ard Nixon and Henry Kissinger, and 
tho long estrangement from the China 
of Mao and Chou, Brezhnev must find 
the two new (aces In Washington and 
Peking both pretty inscrutable. 


The Russians have switched off 


their diatribes against China since 
Mao died and instead laid down a 
propaganda barrage of appeals for re- 
conciliation. Whoever Hua may be, he 
does not have 50 years of stored-up 
grievances against the Russians as 
Mao did; so they are naturally anx- 


ious to give him a chance to kiss and' 
make up while he Is still new enough 
in office to be not too heavily com- 
mitted to specific policy positions. 


FOR THE FIRST time in a decade, 


the keynote speech during the Soviet 
anniversary rites, delivered on Nov. 5, 
included no attack on China and did 
not provoke a walkout of Chinese dip- 
lomats. In sorrow, not anger, the Chi- 
nese-Soviet rift was described as "un- 
justifiable and unnatural." 


Two days later this restraint seemed 


to earn a reward In the shape of a 
ritual message of greetings from the 
Chinese government which, unlike the 
equivalent 1975 message, did not 
make it a precondition for improved 
relations that there should be "prac- 
tical steps" towards solving the Chi- 
nese-Soviet frontier dispute. But nest 
day China's chief representative at 
the United Nations denounced Russia 
as the world's most dangerous source 
of war, 'and the Peking news agency 


. described dominated/ Eastern Europe 
as "a colonial empire." 


So for, the suspension of Soviet in- 


vective against China has brought no 
corresponding gesture from Peking. 
Indeed, China's denunciation of Rus- 
sia at the UN was judged to be the 
fiercest such attack since Mao's 
death. 


BREZHNEV HAS more information 


about Carter than he has about Hua; 
but he must be aware how misleading 
this information could be. Carter 
seemed at one point during the elec- 
tion campaign, to have told the Rus- 
sians that they could invade Yugos- 
lavia without fear of an American re- 
action; but he has since taken pains 
to make It clear that they could not. 
He accused President Ford und Kis- 
singer of letting Russia monopolize 
the benefits of detente; but he bos not 
explained what he would do to rectify 
this. , 
' 


He was encouragingly ambiguous, 


from Russia's point of view, about his 
attitude to the prospect of Commu- 
nists In a future Italian government. 
He talked tough about the Arabs, 
stressed America's "total com- 
mitment" to Israel, and backed the 
Soviet Jews' demands for the right to 
emigrate to the extent of telegraphing 
a message of support to their leaders 
in Moscow, an action that has evoked 
a Soviet retort. 


Brezhnev can hardly assume that a 


Carter administration's policies will 
strictly follow the lines apparently 
laid out during the campaign. There 
Is no foreign policy option that Carter 
has not kept as wide open as he possi-' 
bly could. 


For the time being, Brezhnev 


must live with the thought that the in- 
tentions of both Carter and Hua re- 
main "a riddle wrapped in 'a mystery 
inside an enigma"; not- a happy re- 
versal of roles for a Soviet ruler on 
the eve of his 71st year.

UAW panel OKs 
accord with GM 


The General Motors Council of the United Auto Workers Union 


Tuesday overwhelmingly approved the new three-year agreement 
reached with the No. I automaker last week after a 12-hour strike 
at selected plants. The agreement was approved by 493 council 
members with only seven dissenting votes. The union's 300,000 
rank-and-flle GM workers will vote on ratification in two weeks. 


Coal-slokcd power cheaper: group 


Atomic reactors must shut down so often for maintenance or 


repairs that coal-generated electricity is up to 20 per cent cheaper 
than nuclear power in most parts of the nation, a public interest 
group said Tuesday. The private, nonprofit Council on Economic 
Priorities said atomic power plants can compete economically 
with coal only in the Northeast. In a report billed as the first 
comprehensive comparison of reliability and cost between coal 
and nuclear power, the council said atomic plants have proven so 
uneconomical that more attention should be given to energy al- 
ternatives previously downgraded as too expensive. The 214-page 
report, titled "Power Plant Performance," said nuclear plants 
under 800 megawatts operated at only an average 64 per cent 
capacity from 1068 through 1075. Plants over 1,000 megawatts, it 
said, averaged SI per cent. By contrast, it said, coal-fired plants 
operate at 60 to 70 per cent and therefore con produce electricity 
up to 20 per cent more economically. An official with the Atomic 
Industrial Forum, the nuclear Industry trade association, dis- 
agreed with the report's findings. He said an AIF survey com- 
pleted in September found on a national average that nuclear 
generating costs were 10 per cent lower than those for coal plants.. 


CB radio buyers warned 


The Federal Tadc Commission Issued a "consumer alert" Tues- 


day to warn Christmas shoppers to be careful about buying citi- 
zens' Band radio equipment. The reason for the. caution, the agen- 
cy said, Is that on Jan. 1 the number of CB channels will increase 
by government to 40, compared to 23 at present, but all sets now . 
for sale rccivc only 23 channels. The result, according to the FTC, 
Is that some consumers could wind up buying a set that can't be 
converted to -ID-channel reception next year, or even if it can be 
changed, may discover they have to shell out additional cash to 
get the change made. 


Ford lo end gas price controls?" 


The administration, noting prices are holding below federal cell- 


Ings, is planning to abolish gasoline price controls on President 
Ford's final day in office, the Los Angeles Times reported Tues- 
day. The Times quoted Frank Zarb,' head of the Federal Energy 
Administration, as saying the administration has begun work to 
present such a proposal when Congress reconvenes Jan. 4. By law, 
the price controls will be repealed unless Congress acts to dis- 
approve within 15 days — making the deadline Jan. 19, the day 
before Jimmy Carter will be sworn In as president. "Our prelimi- 
nary evidence indicates that there will be no adverse effect on 
price or supply," Zarb told the Times, and decontrol will "restore 
some measure of competition back Into the system."

33-year-old heads growing chain 
Low prices key to Butera profits

Paul Butera sits at a cluttered, 


round table, listening to wholesalers' 
telephone calls and fielding staff ques- 
tions. 


A truckload of turkeys from Min- 


nesota is late. Butera Isn't happy with 
the supplier. Advertisements will be 
In the newspapers and customers will 
be looking for the birds'at bargain' 
prices. ."I need five loads by Tuesday 
or Wednesday," Butera tells the sup- 
plier on the line. Although his orders 
are placed well in advance, he must 
sweat out the inevitable problems of 
stocking nine food stores. , 


As the'' president of Butera Finer 


Foods, Butera has come a long way 
from the times when he delivered gro- 
ceries in a small wagon. But the chal- 
lenges remain, 20 years later, for the 
33-year-old grocer. 


BUTERA DESCRIBES himself as 


an'aggressive independent. He has no 
delusions about gravy days in the gro- 
cery business. Changing consumer de- 
mands, the closings by Chicago area 
r e t a i l e r s , including the National 
chain, and price wars will continue, 
he says.

Although he thinks new store devel- 


opment will eventually swing'from, 
suburbia to the city, Butera has a 
heavy investment in the Northwest 
suburban market. He had been satis- 
fied to remain in the city until three 
years ago. Then Butera took a look at 
the suburban market and decided to 
expand. 


In addition to three Chicago stores, 


Butera has outlets in Schaumburg, 
Hanover Park, Arlington Heights, Des 
Plaines, Addlson and Niles. A Nov. 30 


opening is planned at a new Rollins 
Meadows store. A Butera store will 
open 'during January 
in 
Buffalo 


Grove7 Bulera makes his head- 
quarters at 4635 N. Elston Ave., Chi- 
cago. 


SEVERAL OF Butera's store are 


former chain store outlets. There's no 
secret to success in a store left behind 
by a National or an A&P, Butera said. 
"In each one I have more than 
doubled the sales volume of the pre- 
vious store," he said. At the same 
time, expenses have been pared. A 
fresh coat of paint and renovating 
costs of $40,000, for example, are In- 
expensive compared with a new build- 
Ing's cost. 


Butera's stores are generally small- 


er than the massive 36,000-square-foot 
operations run by some chain stores. 
This means higher profits on sales per 
square foot, he says of his 22,000 to 
23,000-square-foot stores. 


A "back to basics" philosophy will 


pay off for the independent store own- 
er because customers appreciate good 
value for'their money, Butera said. 
"When *a woman comes into my store, 
she's not looking for an electric blan- 
ket." 


Butera believes he can cut costs to 


consumers by personally taking jobs 
a s s i g n e d to armies 
of pur- 


chasing agents and other staffers .at 
some food retailing companies. To- 
gether with his brother, Joseph, Bu- 
tera tackles advertising, store plan- 
ning and buying. His firm is a mem- 
ber of the Certified Grocers cooper- 
ative purchasing organization. 


THE VETERAN retailer said con- 


sumers have a right to expect good 
quality and price in their food pur- 
chases. Butera said consumers some- 
times pass by the less expensive cuts 
of meat and cheaper frozen meats. 


Butera predicts food prices in the 


suburbs will eventually match price 
levels in the city as the "over-stored" 
suburban market loses its appeal to 
store planners. A 1 to 2 per cent dif- 
ference in profits can mean $50,000 a 
year per store, he said. 


Butera, who arrived in the United 


States from his native Italy 20 years 
ago, said he looks forward to contin- 
ued improvement and possible ex- 
pansion of his business. 


"I'm no different from anybody

Tips in shopping for mutual funds 


A few weeks ago I noted that a 


technical change in the federal tax 
laws would result in a deluge of mu- 
tual funds offering tax-exempt op- 
portunities. Well, break out the sand- 
bags, folks, the flood is cresting early. 
Financial pages are beginning to bur- 
geon with ads for these funds and 
salesmen are polishing their pitches. 


Some specific shopping tips are in 


order: 


• Compare the costs of being in- 


volved in these funds. Some may 
charge initial loading fees, or sales 
commissions, ranging to upwards of 
4.75 per cent of your investment. Oth- 
ers may not have any such charge. 
C o m p a r e also the redemption 
charges, if any, as well as monthly 
maintenance charges. You may have 
to do some reading between the lines. 
One fund's press release informed me 
that there was no "monthly mainte- 
nance charges to investors." But their 
prospectus states there will be "a

monthly management fee at the rate 
of six-tenths of 1 per cent of the aver-, 
age daily value of the fund's net as- 
sets." These fees will be deducted be- 
fore payment of dividends to in- 
vestors. In other words, thee is no 
maintenance fee charged directly to 
each investor, but there is a manage- 
ment fee charged against the total kit- 
ty. Call it what they will, it still is a 
charge.

A time when parents need reassurance

Tho room was strained to hurting silence as she talked. 


Onco again Irene Morlarty, pastoral counselor from the Loyola 


SIDS (Sudden Infant Death Syndrome) Regional Center, was 
speaking In controlled tones to clergymen, lay workers, police and 
flro department officials — this tlmo at Alcxlan Brothers Medical 
Center — trying to Impart to them the unspeakable agony of par- 
ents who have lost their babies to what Is labeled "crib death." 


"I suppose If the Infant died in a bed, people would coll it 'bed 


death,' or in a buggy, 'buggy death,'" she said. "When SIDS was 
first recorded in the Bible, It was called 'overlaying* the child, 
presuming the mother had rolled over In her sleep and suffocated 
her baby." 


Since that historical time, SIDS has been blamed on many 


things, all equally horrendous to the grief-stricken parents — on 
lack of breast feeding, on birth control pills, on changes In the 
environment, on water fluorldation, on smoking, on suffocation In 
bedclothes, on neglected Illness, on aspiration, on rcgurgltation. 


PRIOR TO October, 107-1, It was illegal to put SIDS on an in- 


fant's death certificate. Such words as "cardiac arrest," "suffoca- 
tion," "interstitial pncumonitls" were used instead. 


Sudden Infant death Is none of these things. It is unpredictable 


and unproventable. Even a physician can't help. It is the sudden, 
unexpected death of a normal, healthy baby. 


The Infant may have a slight cold or the sniffles. He does not cry 


out. By the tlmo he Is found, he is cold and turning blue. And 
death occurs only during periods of sleep. 


"Right now there Is nothing we can do to help the babies," said 


Irene. "But there is much we can do to help the families. We must 
reach out to the parents during the Initial grief period, in the early 
hours after the death — they can't reach out to us. We must 
convince them that the death was not their fault. 


"Parents arc so willing to accept the blame for these deaths that 


some never resolve the conflict within themselves — they live with 
guilt all their lives. There arc couples today still living with the 
guilt of years ago when SIDS was not yet identified as a disease," 
she continued. 


A CERTAIN AMOUNT of unusual behavior during the grief peri- 


od Is normal, according to Dr. Frederick Mandcll, co-director of 
the regional SIDS center In Boston. Family members may halluci- 
nate that a baby Is crying; a family member may sit In a rocking 
chair with folded arms as though rocking a baby. 


Ms. Morlarty cited case after case of extreme behavior, of ma- 


rital complications, even broken marriages, following the trauma 
of SIDS. 


In one case, a woman's ex-husband believed she had killed the 


baby. Another woman refused ever to go back in her bedroom. 
Another cut off all contact with friends, would not allow a sleeping 
baby In her house. In another case, the husband left home for a 
few months. A teenage sister may become panicked at the idea of 
motherhood. 


"A marriage already in trouble may be completely destroyed by 


a SIDS death," said Ms. Morlarty. "Communication between hus- 
band and wife is tremendously Important." 


Often there is terror at the thought of having another baby. 


Mothers ask themselves, "Con I live with the risk?" There is 
danger, too, according to Dr. Mandell, In advising parents to 
quickly have another child. In a study of 30 women told to auickly 
have a replacement baby, 60 per cent had spontaneous abortions. 


"A SIDS MOTHER should wait until she Is strong enouph to 


have another baby and not have another child when her body is 
feeling the effects of grief," he said. 


In the wake of a SIDS death, parents in shock are not able to 


absorb much, but they need to hear right away In the emergency 
room that it was not their fault, there was nothing they could have 
done about It, that the doctor and the hospital did everything 
possible. 
, 


The police are often the first on the scene. Their attitude carries 


much weight — they represent the legal system. It Is Important 
that they ore sympathetic, not suspicious. "We have had some 
people badly scarred from thoughtless police," said Ms. Morlarty. 


In Cook County, which has the highest Infant death rate in the 


nation, an autopsy is guaranteed and SIDS is put on the death 
certificate. The Regional Center at Loyola checks the coroner for 
all such deaths and sends the family the coroner's letter exoner- 
ating them from a legal standpoint, stating that SIDS was the 
cause of death and nothing could have been done to prevent it. The, 
brochure, "Facts About Sudden Infant Death Syndrome," is en- 
closed. 


THEN THE center sends the family a letter of sympathy. About 


two weeks after the death, a representative of the center calls 
upon the family, first contacting them by phone. Two months 
later, she visits again. This is the minimum contact, depending on 
the needs of the family. 


Bereaved parents feel a great surge of support upon meeting 


other parents who have lost babies so, if they wish, they are put in 
touch with the National Foundation SIDS and its local Chicago 
chapter. 


The family benefits too by support from the clergy, from church 


members, from friends and neighbors. 


Said one readjusted SIDS family, "We felt like lepers; people 


were afraid to call, afraid to visit. They stayed away in droves — 
when we needed someone to talk to." 


\ 


And so the Loyola SIDS Center sends Irene Moriarty and other 


speakers and their films to all who will listen — to policemen, to 
firemen, to paramedics, ambulance drivers, to emergency room 
personnel, to nurses' clubs, to gatherings of clergymen, to church 
groups, clubs and organizations. A simple telephone call to the 
center, 531-3420, sets the wheels in motion. 


Perhaps it Is the answer to the prayer of the* priest who opened 


the meeting at Alexian Brothers Medical Center — "Lord, help us 
to find what we might need to share with a hurting family."

Auto insurance risks 
hard to understand 


Dear Atty. Martoccio, 
I recently married and my husband and I thought it would be a 


good idea to be on the same car insurance policy. We contacted 
my Insurance company with whom I've had insurance since I 
started to drive four years ago. My husband gave them the neces- 
sary Information about himself, and within a couple of weeks I 
was notified that my existing policy would be cancelled upon the 
renewal date. The reason was that my husband had a past history 
of several speeding violations but that was all (no accidents or 
anything else.) 


To me, this action seems a bit severe. I'm sorry now that I tried 


to give the company more business because I ended up getting the 
shaft. 


I was wondering if this couldn't come under the heading of 


discrimination? —L. B. 


Dear L. B. 
Yes, it does seem very unfair but I'm inclined to believe that the 


company's actions would not fall under the heading of dis- 
crimination, at least not In the legal sense. 


THE MANNER IN which an insurance company determines 


"risks" is often a mystery to us on the other side of the fence. 


The only thing I can tell you is that an insurance company has 


the right to determine risks, and especially those who are past 
"driving" ones. Probably, under the terms of the policy, 
the insurance company does not have to give a reason. 


The reasoning behind the determination of risks seems to be that 


if there is a history of accidents there are likely to be more in the 
future, and if there are several speeding tickets the driver is not 
careful enough and may become involved in more serious troubles. 


Insurance companies consider so many situations to be risks, it 


is Impossible to include and explain them all in this column. 


But here are a few of the more common ones. The insurance 


companies have different geographical zone considerations. For 
instance, you are considered "high risk" If you live in a high 
density, crime area or In a poor neighborhood. 


THERE ARE MANY "high risks" I can understand. Others es- 


cape me. I realize, In admitting this, I am "sticking out my neck" 
and will probably hear from a few insurance agents. But recently 
a relative of mine was Informed that his Insurance would not be 
renewed. Most of the "risks" were not-»his fault, including an - 
occasion in which a driver had a fatal heart attack and rammed 
into my relative's car. Two other incidents took place while his car 
was parked in a lot, and again when parked on the street. 


Eventually, I suppose, we'll have no-fault auto insurance which 


is still a controversial topic with anti-no faulters saying fees will 
skyrocket after it goes Into effect and the pro-no faulters insisting 
It will not. One thing is certain. There is virtually no way that a 
driver can be "risk" free, and the situation does not look as 
though it's going to improve.

Improve condition 
before jumping rope 


I've rearl that jumping rope for 10 mlnutci Is as good as jogging 


for half an hour. I am a female, 5 feet 4 and weigh 115.1 am not 
overweight, but I am flabby. Will Jumping rope firm up my legs, 
hlpfl, stomach and buttocks? How long do I have to jump rope to 
ice any Improvement. 


Skipping or jumping rcpo can be very vigorous exercise — de- 


pending upon your skill and speed. Jogging can be moderate ex- 
ercise — at a slow pace — or a major effort if you jog at top 
speed. Considering the variabilities In how you can either jog or 
skip rope there is no set rule (or comparisons. 


As a guide though, Dr. Fred Kasch, San Diego State University, 


points out that you will have to turn the rope about 80 times a 
minute because of gravity. You can swing It faster but not slower.. 


At that speed a person will use 12 to 14 times as much oxygen as 


he would sitting still. This is equivalent to jogging at a rate of a 
mile each seven or eight minutes. That is a fairly vigorous effort. 


THE EXERCISE capacity of an average sedentary man is only 


nine times his resting use of oxygen and for females only seven 
times the resting use of oxygen. You con get a good training effect 
with exercise that requires only six times for men and four-and- 
a-half times for women the resting oxygen use. 


All of this means that skipping ropo cannot be done at the lower 


safe levels we recommend for training of unsupervised sedentary 
people. It Is better to improve your physical condition first with 
other exercises, such as jogging very slowly or fast walking. The 
rule is train don't strain. 


The individual who Is conditioned to the point that running a 


seven or eight minute mile is no unusual stress can safely skip 
ropo as an alternative typo of exercise. 


The effects of skipping rope will also depend on how you do It. If 


you jump, from both feet each time, as opposed to stepping over 
the rope It may Increase the use of your lower abdominal muscles. 
As a rule running, walking and skipping exercises do not work the 
lower abdominal muscles. You need to do slt-ups and leg-lift type 
exercises for this effect. These exerciser won't help either if your 
tummy Li full of fat. You can't compress the fat inside the abdo- 
men with strong abdominal muscles. You have to empty the ab- 
dominal cavity of fat, by weight reduction. 


WALKING, JOGGING, swimming and other forms of exercise 


are Important in helping you to use up and empty out the fat. I am 
sending you The Health Letter number 3-7, Girth Control: Avoid- 
ing the Big Middle, to help you with an exercise program for your 
"lummy." Others who want this Information can send 50 cents 
with o long, stomped, self-addressed envelope for It.

I must also warn would be rope skippers that it is usually hard 


on the feet. I received a letter from another lady hi the same mail 
with yours. She was distressed because she had damaged her feet. 
Skipping rope causes you to use the balls of the feet. This may 
cause the bones to enlarge or cause pain. Bo sure you use good 
shoes If you skip rope. And it is better to do it on a padded floor, 
such as a good rug. Minimize the jar as much as possible to avoid 
hurting your feet. Do not skip rope more than four or five minutes 
at a time when you first start.

It's hard to remove 


bathtub bleach stains 


Dear Dorothy: Expecting to remove two small stains In the 


bathtub, I put In a strong bleach solution. The upshot is a large 
brown circle around the drain. I've tried several kinds of clean- 
sers, but thus far no luck. Is there something that would at.least 
fade the stain? — Clare L. Crowlcy 


You've become a member of a small army of people who have 


learned the hard way that a bathtub can be far from the im- 
pervious installation it appears to bo. Strong bleach, followed by 
rough cleansers, might have ruined the glaze. There are three 
home remedies that might lighten the stain. None Is guaranteed. 
One Is to sprinkle pumice powder on a felt pad soaked IriLoll. No. 2 
Is to make a paste of cream of tartar with hydrogen peroxide, rub 
the stained area with It, let stand for five minutes, then rinse. No. 
3 Is to make a paste of the commercial cleanser that contains 
oxalic acid, let it stay on for an hour, then rinse. Here's hoping. 


Dear Dorothy: This is a tip for those who live in areas where 


cold weather can be expected - and especially Icy rain. They 
should put tape over the keyhole of the car if the vehicle is to be 
parked outdoors. Sometimes when a lock is frozen, applying heat 
to the key (through matches or a lighter) will help melt the ice. 
But the one best way to keep Ice from getting Into the lock is tape. 
— Jerry Mueller 


Dear Dorothy: Does everyone know about freezing bacon strips 


on a cookie sheet and then storing In a bag? You can then easily 
select as many strips as you need. — Dorscy doRalsmes 


While I've never tried this method, I understand it lasts a bit 


longer cooked and then frozen than when simply frozen raw.

'Boredom is my biggest enemy'

STOCKTON, Cnllf. - (NBA) - The 


boy U linked irrevocably for life to 
the chair in which he la strapped. His 
body is gaunt and spastic. His face is 
hollow and somber. But there is an 
apparent sensitivity to Rob Mudd that 
cries out (or release. 


He is a 20-year-old in a crippled 


body who is still in the throes or re- 
conciling himself to the fact that he 
will never walk again, never even 
stand up — that he will be dependent 
on others for his physical care and 
needs as long has he lives. ' 


It's heartbreaking. And, for Rob 


Mudd, the memory of that Oct. 26 af- 
ternoon is still traumatic. He was a 
15-year-old kid then, out for high 
school football because it was the 
thing to do. 


"I REMEMBER there was a big 


drug scene at Lincoln High Sclwol," 
says his mother, Carol, "so I didn't 
mind him going out for football be- 
cause I felt it would keep him occu- 
pied." 


Rob was a sophomore, and the 


coaching system then was to let the 
kids act as cannon fodder for the var- 
sity seniors in practice scrimmages. 
Rob weighed 150 pounds and was 
lined up at walkaway defensive end 
(comparable to a linebacker) on the 
left side. The scrimmage play was 
run his way. Rob ducked his head and 
stuck it in the path of the ball carrier, 
as he was taught — "face to the num- 
bers," they call It in football lexicon. 


In the violent contact, something 


snapped. And Rob found himself lying 
oo the ground, not really feeling much 
pain but knowing something was 
wrong. Ho couldn't move. 


"I WAS SOMEWHAT scared," he 


recalls, "but I didn't know what had 
happened at the time. I'd heard of 
broken necks and that you die when 
you had a neck broken." 


He had never heard of quadra- 


plcgla. Ho was paralyzed in all four 
extremities and from mid-chest down. 


He couldn't anticipate the boredom 


and occasional resignation that have 
become part of his daily life. 


The Robert Mudd Sr. family is not- 


ched out of typical middle-class 
America. Bob, a sllvcr-halrod man in 
his late 40s whose face is bronzed 
from the California sun, is a market- 
Ing representative for Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. His wife, Carol, is dark- 
haired and pleasant. They were both 
born and raised in Stockton, Calif., a 
small city near to where the Son Joa- 
quin River empties into a rich delta: 
an agricultural hub. 


Their first born was Robert Mudd 


Jr., called Rob, dark haired like his 
mother, with a thin, brooding face. He 


is a fifth-generation Callfornian: Anne 
Marie, his sister, is a year younger. 
They are the only children. 


BOB AND CAROL bought their 


home, a typical California ranch-style 
house, 17 years ago! It was the first 
one built on Stanton Way, set in the 
comfortable enclave called Lincoln 
Village, which is located on the north 
side of Stockton, close to the city line. 
Farms spread unbroken there just a 
couple of decades ago. Now there are 
trees and neatly clipped shrubs and 
watered green lawns. It's a nice 
neighborhood, and the high school is 
just a few blocks away. 


There is a."for sale" sign on the 


Mudds' front lawn. .They are moving, 
just as soon as their house sells, to a 
homo they have had built in the Quail 
Lakes district a little to the south. 
They really hate to part with their 
home, but they feel the need for a 
house more related to the special 
needs of Rob, who right now can't 
wheel himself outside. 


His life is wheel chairs, and cath- 


eters, urinary tract Infections and 
fear of bed sores, a mother cranking 
a hydraulic device to lift him out of 
bed and swing him into a wheel chair, 
25 days of hospitalization each year, 
physical therapy, diaphragmatic cor- 
sets and breathing difficulty, phantom 
pains and depression. 


THE CARE OF Rob Mudd is costly. 


His father's Insurance coverage has 
accounted for some of the expense. 
The bulk has been provided by the 
Crippled Children's Fund, 'which has 
already spent about $50,000 on his 
treatment. The Mudds contribute $200 
a month. 


Rob speaks softly because part of 


his chest and everything below is par- 
alyzed. He has motion in his arms but 
no elasticity In his thumbs — his 
hands are frozen. A special tendon 
transplant operation is being con- 
templated to give him a chance for 
more freedom of movement with his 
hands. 


"At times," he admits, "I have 


pain. I get these contractures in my 
elbows." 


Sometimes there are also uncon- 


trollable spasms in his lower limbs 
which almost throw him out of his 
chair. These could be controlled by an 
operation to completely sever the 
spinal cord, which was severely 
bruised, but the Mudds are reluctant 
to accede to this. Somewhere in the 
future they hope for miraculous medi- 
cal advancement to help Rob. 


AFTER HIS ACCIDENT, Rob's 


weight plummeted to 105. He is now 
up to 135, but still gaunt. His body has 
grown five Inches. If he were ever to 
stand up, he'd stretch to 6-2.

The biggest problem is loneliness. 


The kids he grew up with and went to 
Lincoln High with seldom come 
around any more, though in the first 
flush of sympathy after the accident 
they raised a special fund of $18,000 
which is now held in trust. 


"I can see why they don't come 


around," shrugs Rob. "Out of sight, 
out of mind." 


His days are spent reading and 


watching television — "just because 
it's there." Since the fall of 1974, he 
has been enrolled at Delta Junior Col- 
lege. He carries nine units and at- 
tends three afternoons a week, study- 
ing English literature, anthropology 
and psychology. He has an idea he'd 
like to study law some day. 


THE TOUGHEST part of his cur- 


riculum Is typing study papers. A spe- 
cial contraption is fitted to his hand, 
enabling him to strike one key at a 
time on an electric typewriter — labo- 
rious work. But he has a fine 3.2 aver- 
age in his courses. 


At school, he uses an electric chair 


to get around by himself, but the cob- 
blestones on the modern campus 
sometimes jar the battery connection 
loose, causing the chair to go around 
in circles until someone can come 
along to rescue him. 


Anne Marie is a sophomore at the 


same school. "Rob is more patient 
than he was before the accident," his 
sister says. "And he's using his brain 
more." 


HIS IQ HAS been evaluated in the 


140 range. He is a little morose about 
the future. "They talk about rehabili- 
tating the boy," says his father. "He 
hasn't habilitated yet." 


"It's kind of a bother," he says 


frankly about his confinement, "a 
built-in nuisance. It's kind of hard to 
' accept." 


"Of course, I'm bitter," says his 


mother. "Can't you see? I feel a point 
should be made, the way football is 
played, with the helmet being used as 
a weapon. 


Since Rob's injury, the National 


Federation of State High Schools has 
banned the type of tackling which 
caused his injury. Lost spring, the 
Mudds sued the school district for $3 
million in damages because of Rob's 
injury, but a verdict was returned for 
the defendant. The case is now on ap- 
peal. Legal action has also been in- 
stituted against the California Inter- 
scholastic Federation. 


Meanwhile, life as such must go on 


for Rob Mudd. 


"Boredom, he says, "is my biggest 


enemy." 


SOMETHING SNAPPED after Rob Mudd ducked his head and stuck it in 
the path of a ball carrier. Now he is totally dependent on his parents 
and sister for his physical care and needs.

Thanksgiving is the time for feast- 


ing on turkey, dressing, pumpkin pie 
and other tasty foods. Most pet own- 
ers are probably more inclined to give 
their dog a sample of tho feast. The 
pet would be more thankful not to re- 
ceive something other than his usual 
diet. 


Dogs rarely get bored eating the 


same foods every day. In fact, you 
can toko advantage of that character- 
istic. Once a balanced diet ,1s deter- 
mined, your dog will cat it day in and 
day out without any major change. 
Your dog's body might even have dif- 
ficulty adjusting to dietary changes. 
So, unless your dog eats turkey and 
all that goes with It regularly, eating 
It on Thanksgiving may cause your 
pet a digestive upset. 


As pointed out by Dr. Jack L. 


Tuttle, small animal extension veter- 
inarian from the University of Illinois, 
in an article on tho subject, giving 
your dog table food in addition to Its 
regular diet may cause excess weight 
gain and intestinal irritation. Vomit- 
ing or diarrhea may develop within 12 
to 24 hours if It docs share your 
•Thanksgiving meal. Although the 
problem Is usually mild and tempora- 
ry, it does stress the animal and it 
may become weaker and less able to 
fight other infections and diseases. 


WITH E I T H E R vomiting or 


diarrhea, the dog loses fluid and be- 
come* dehydrated if not treated. If 
your pet does vomit, do not give It 
anything more to eat or drink for B to 
12 hours. Even water can induce vom- 
iting so give ice chips if water is 
needed. 


When you resume feeding your dog, 


provide a bland, non-irritating diet 
such as an equal mixture of boiled 
hamburger and rice for a couple of 
day*. Most food-induced vomiting is 
mild and you may only need to with- 
hold food and water to allow complete 
recovery. 


Food-induced diarrhea is usually 


more frustrating than harmful. Feed 
a bland diet as described above for at 
least two or three days to prevent fur- 
ther Intestinal Irritation. Kaopectate 
given by mouth in dosages prescribed

Tho feathery-leafed date palm is not only beau- 


tiful, Its uses arc endless. The trunk becomes build- 
ing material, tlio leaves make thatched roofs and 
matting, and the midribs of (ho leaves go Into crates 
and furniture. 


Baskets arc made out of the leaflets and fuel 


comes from the leaf bases. The bud is eaten as a 
vegetable, and syrup, vinegar and alcohol arc made 
from the fruit. Even the ground-up seeds are utilized 
in a nutritious feed for stock animals. 


Of course, the fruit Itself Is highly prized. An ob- 


long-shaped berry with a single hard seed, the date 
is from one to two inches long and may be reddish 
brown, golden or nearly black when ripe.

Ship can be salvaged: writer 
Raising Titanic—-a novel idea 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The author of 


a novel about the raising of the Titan- 
ic believes the luxurious liner, which 
sank to the bottom of the Atlantic 
Ocean almost 65 years ago, can be 
brought to the surface in good condi- 
tion. 


Furthermore, Olive Cussler explain- 


es exactly how the sunken ship can be 
salvaged in his spellbinding adventure 
novel, "Raise the Titanic." The time 
Is the 1980s, and the method of lifting 
the huge four-stacker is ingenious but 
believable. 


Cussler'S' book, published by the 


Viking Press late In October, already 
is headed for the best-seller list. Ban- 
tam Books has paid $840,000 for pa- 
perback rights and $450,000 has been 
offered for a movie to be filmed by • 
producer Sir Lew Grade and director 
Stanley Kramer. 


"I wrote it as entertainment," Cus- 


sler said, in an interview. "I tried to 
make it almost like a movie. It was a 
fascinating concept to work with." 


CUSSLER SAID he hopes his novel 


will stir up some Interest In finding 
the Titanic, which sank after hitting. 
an iceberg in 1912 on its maiden voy- 
age from England to New York. The - 
motive for raising the Titanic in the 
novel was the belief that the only 
existing supply of a precious metal vi- 
tal to the defense of the United States 
had been put aboard the ill-fated ves- 
sel. 


Among the approximately 2,200 pas- 


sengers aboard the 882-foot-long liner 
was John Jacob Astor, who was 
among the 1,490 dead, and the "unsin- 
kable" Molly Brown of Denver, one of 
the 705 survivors. 


' "I hope we will see some action tak- 
en in 1977 to see if we can find the 
hulk," Cussler said. "It would not be 
a great technical feat." 


Cussler said the Titanic sank In 


12,000 feet of water. 


"There is no destructive sea life at 


that depth," Cussler said. "The tem- 
perature is around freezing at 33 de- 
grees. Also there is a low level of oxy- 
gen and salt in the water so it 
couldn't have rusted away. If cam- 
eras could be lowered, you should be 
able to read 'Titanic' over the bow." 


Cussler, a native California!! who 


has spent much of his spare time 
skin-diving, has probed the depths of 
lakes in the Rocky Mountains in 


search of aircraft that disappeared 30 
years ago. 


So the thought of salvaging a ship 


would not be a new idea to him. 


HE SAID HE ran across some ocea- 


nographic expedition's photos in a 
Denver library. 


"They had dropped cameras in the 


deep," Cussler said. "They found ac- 
tual objects, a newspaper beautifully 
preserved in 8,000 feet of water. A 
World War II fighter plane, which had 
been ditched at 10,000 feet, looked like 
it had just come out of the factory." 


Seeing the picture of the well-prfr- 


served plane, caused him to begin 
thinking about the Titanic and its con- 
dition. 


Cussler said the movie version of 


his novel would be costly because of 
the nature of the story — a hurricane 
at sea, the raising of the ship, and 
the process of towing it to the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. The film will be 
budgeted at $15 million. 


Cussler said he has a general idea 


of what he wants to write about but 
does not make any outlines. 


"I write page by page without 


knowing what will be next," he said. 
"I create the characters but let them 
develop by themselves. I had no idea 
that Marganin (one of the Soviet char- 
acters) would come out in a major 
role." 
. 


Better weather forecasting asked 


BOSTON (UPI) - Weather fore- 


casters depend too much on comput- 
ers and too little on skill and imagina- 
tion a meteorologist at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology (MIT) 
said Tuesday. 


"The short-range forecast has come 


a long way, but the skill of the fore- 
caster hasn't improved much in the 
past 20 years," said Kurd C. Willett, a 
retired MIT professor and proponent 
of greater research into long-range 
weather prediction. 


"What the computers have done is 


aid those inexperienced forecastees 
by giving them information that used 
to take the experts of 20 or 30 years 
ago hours to derive from studying and 
drawing the various maps," he said. 


ALTHOUGH 
TODAY'S forecaster 


gets computer help, Willett says mete- 
orologists have a serious deficiency. 


"They lack imagination," he said. 
Reliance on short-range computer- 


generated forecasts limits the fore- 
casters' predictions, Willett said. 


And although the short-range fore- 


casts have improved, Willett said, 
they have not improved markedly 
more than the work of the best fore- 
casters of 20 years ago. They pre- 
dicted the weather without computers. 


AND FOR forecasts three months 


ahead, accuracy is only slighly better 
than chance. 
, "There is a definite need to study 
long-range cllmatological theories," 
including theories that solar activity 


affects long range weather patterns, 
Willett said. 


Donald Oilman, chief of the Extend- 


ed Forecast Center of the National 
Weather Service in Washington, says 
most federal funds go to short-term 
forecasting. 


"It takes a great deal of money just 


in computer time to generate one 
monthly forecast," Oilman said. It 
costs more than $160,000 in computer 
time alone for a long range forecast. 


Computer equipment takes so much 


space, Oilman said, "that the mete- 
orologists have been crowded out of 
the building and we are now located 
in a separate building three miles 
away."

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Space people Colonized earth, created man: scholar

NEW YORK (UPI) - For thousands of years priests, 


poets and scientists have puzzled over the origins of life 
and the creation of man. Now, a scholarly financier has 
come forth in support of a theory that Earth was first 
colonized by superior beings from another planet who 
created man in their own Image. 


Zecharla Sitchln, a Russian-born linguist, author and 


successful corporation executive, says ancient writings 
prove god-liko beings arrived from anther planet 450,000 
years ago, mainly In search of gold for their advanced 
electronic systems. 
'' • 


Settling in Mesopotamia and southeast Africa for 


some 300,000 years, Sltchin says, these aliens created 
and bred homo sapiens through artificial insemination 
to bo their slaves in the mines. 


ALAS, THE god-llko beings eventually were cor* 


ruptcd by their comely slave maidens, outnumbered by 
the more-prolific male homo sapiens, and finally fled in 
their spaceships without warning their creations that a 
great flood was coming from tho Polar caps. 


Zecharla Sltchin Is a businessman, who heads a group 


of 11 companies led by Intercontinental Trallsca Corp-, 
which is engaged in a variety of services to world 
trade. 


Tho subsidiaries include United Cargo, a common 


carrier that is one of tho originators of the land bridge 
concept, ITC Commercial Credit Card, Inc., Inter- 
national Book Service, Inc., ITC Properties Corp., Pa- 
cific Coast Customs Brokerage Co. and Optimal Com- 
puter Service. Tho group operates warehouses, trailers, 
containers and brokerage and financial services. 


BUT SITCIIIN also Is a recognized scholar. 
Born In Russia, ho was reared In Palestine and came1 


to New York in the 1050s. He reads many languages, 
Including tho ancient languages of the New East, and is 
a recognized scholar In the literary and archaeological 
lore of the Sumcrlan, Chaldean, Akkadian and Baby- 
lonian civilizations. 


Unlike Erich von Danlkcn, who wrote "Chariots of 


tho Gods," and Alan and Sally Lansburg and similar 
writers In tho field, Sltchin attempts to answer all the 
questions he poses In his forthcoming book, "The 
Twelfth Planet," (Stein & Day, New York). 


HIS BOOK is founded mainly on translations of thou- 


sands of cuneiform writings on clay tablets and draw- 
Ings and sculptures unearthed in tho Middle East in the 
past century. Ho Interprets these in tho light of modern 
scientific knowledge, using the Hebrew Old Testament 
as the anchor around which to develop his narrative. 


The book already has received favorable advance re- 


views from the publishing trade press, particularly for 
its heavyweight scholarship. 


"It Is the fruit of 30 years of study and oven longer 


reflection." Sltchin sold. 


"AS A SCHOOLBOY In Israel, I was dissatisfied be- 


cause my teachers wanted mo to take passages from 
tho Bible simply on authority and not ask for rational 
explanations of them." Sltchin said ho began systematic 
work on the book when ho came to the United States IS 
years ago. 


He says ho knows exactly when god-llko men he calls 


tho "ncflllm" came to earth, where they came from, 
why they left and where their descendants are now. 
They are bock home, far out in space .on tho twelfth 
planet, Mnrduk, which is unknown to modern man al- 
though its existence has been postulated by mathemat- 
ics. 


Sltchin says Marduk girdles the sun in a bizarre ellip- 


tical orbit that takes 3,600 years to traverse. 


THE NAME NEFILIM is taken from the book of Gen- 


csls. In some languages It translates to mean giants, 
but the ancient Hebrew word means those who des- 
cended from heaven. 


Like other scholars and scientists, Sitchln was trou- 


bled for years, not only by apparent discrepancies in 
the Bible and the scriptures of other ancient peoples, 
but by impossible contradictions between the workings 
of Darwinian evolution and the observed history of life 
on earth, The inexplicable sudden appearance, of homo 
sapiens in the shape .of, Cro-Magnon man some 1.8 mil- 
lion years cannot be explained scientifically, he says. . 


"The answer," he says, "is that life did not evolve, 


naturally on earth; it was brought here from elsewhere, 
the result of a mighty collision in space from which 
earth was born. 


AND HOMO SAPIENS did not evolve naturally from 


the apemen who preceded them by several million years 
Homo sapiens, he says, were created whole and in the 
image of his god as the Old Testament tells us. But the 
god was not one being, but rather a race of men who 
came here in small numbers from the twelfth planet. 


Why did the nefilim come to earth? They came for 


gold, the financier says. 


Sltchin theorizes that the nefilim on Marduk had de- 


veloped an advanced electronic civilization which' re- 
quired metals that are highly electro-conductive as well 
as metals that are light and heat resistant. It'was the . 
electro-conductive gold that lured them to southeast, 
Africa. 


THEY LANDED In Mesopotamia, he says, because It 


was the best place to land on earth nearly half a million 
years ago, in the middle of an ice age. Also, it was an 
ideal place to maintain permanent bases. 


Their spaceships were capable of carrying crews of 


SO to 100 for distances that would make Vikings's recent 
trip to Mars look like a morning's dinghy sail on a bay. 


These spaceships, which could take off and land in 


Mesopotamia, probably were serviced by larger craft' 
circling the earth in the asteroid belt. 


S1TCHIN SAYS Sumerian plctographs show nefilim 


spaceships and astronauts and that what he has dis- 
covered was already known'as well by the Akkadians 
and Babylonians who followed them. 


In fact, he says, the literature of all ancient peoples 


(who left any at all) tells of a time in the remote past 
when the earth was ruled by a race of god-like men who 


i came down-from heaven and were immortal. 


Sitchln explains that life on our planet is scaled from 


the year, the time it takes the earth to orbit the sun. So 
it was with the nefillm.'But since it took Marduk 3,600 
earth years to make its orbit of the sun, their year was 
3,600 years, earth time. 


THUS, SITCHIN says, ancient legends ascribe Incred- 


ible life spans to the rulers of the earth before the 
deluge. Single god-kings were described by the Sume- 
rians as having reigned on earth for almost 40,000 
years. 


Sitchln finds nothing remarkable in this. "A cock- 


roach would consider me immortal," he said drily. 


Sitchln says the nefilim began mining gold, but found 


it exhausting toil even for god-like workers. After many 
thousands of years of this toil the rank and file re- 
volted. Tho rulers then hit on the idea of creating' homo 
sapiens to work the mines. 


FINANCIER AND SCHOLAR Zecharla Sltchin has 
come forth with an astounding 'theory to explain 
'how life began on Earth. He thinks the planet was 
colonized by superior beings from another planet 


THE AUTHOR SAYS it probably was done by arti- 


clfical Insemination of female ape-men. Scientific clon- 
ing helped yield reproductions similar in stature and 
appearance to the nefilim. 


The first artificially-created men probably were neu- 


ter hybrids like mules, Incapable of reproducing them- 
selves, Sitchin says. The nefilim Intended it that way. 
Then to their horror, man soon developed the ability to 
procreate. 


Sitchin finds in this a practical explanation of the 


Biblical story of Adam and Eve and the serpent in the 
garden of Eden. Once man learned to procreate, he 
began to outnumber his creators and begin closing the 
gap between his abilities and theirs. 


BECAUSE OF this genetic descent from the nefilim, 


Sltchin finds it quite credible that early homo sapiens 
had a very long life span. Thus the Biblical story of how "• 
Methusaleh lived more than 900 years becomes more , 
believable. 


Alas, according to Sumerian legends, the daughters of 


men were comely'and of easy virtue, -a circumstance 
which bode 111 for the nefilim. They were corrupted by 
the maidens of the intelligent slave rave they had 


450,000 years ago and created Homo Sapiens in 
their own image. Here Sltchin points to Sumerian 
God of Mining and Science. Behind this a Baby- 
lonian boundary stone. 


created and began to interbreed with them. The god- 
like people began to degenerate. 


So the nefilim then determined to destroy, man as the 


Bible says God determined to destroy man. 


FIRST THEY tried starvation and other cruelties. 


But they found man had a great tenacity for life and 
was quite prolific. 


Then nefilim scientists discovered that in a few years 


there would be a collapse of great ice floes at the Polar 
caps, causing a flood which would cover much of the 
earth. This was their chance. 


They did not tell their slaves about the coming floods 


and when the waters began to rise, the nefilim took to 
their space ships and fled to the asteroid belt, leaving 
mankind to perish. 


BUT MAN survived. 
Sitchin believes some of the nefilim returned to earth 


after the deluge but were not able to reestablish the 
rule they had held for 300,000 years. He also said that 
the lost time the twelfth planet came close enough to 
earth for a landing coincided with the mysterious devel- 
opment of high civilizations in Central America. 


When will Marduk again come that close? 
In about 1,500 years. 


Celts were first 
Yankee settlers, 
new theory says 


NORTH SALEM, N.Y. (UPI) - 


Barry Fell's theory: Before Colum- 
bus, before tho Vikings and perhaps 
500 years before Christ parts of North 
America were settled by Celts from ' 
Portugal. 


They clustered In Vermont, New 


Hampshire, Connecticut and New 
York's Hudson Valley. They built rude 
stone chambers that combined reli- 
gious ceremony with accurate sun- 
sightings. 


They worshipped the sun. 
And they became — or married into 


— tho Algonquin Indian tribe. 


Fell, a Harvard zoologist, specialist 


in ocean currents and epigraphs, ono 
who 
studies ancient inscriptions, 


bases his theory on tho discovery of 
these dank, rectangular or beehive- 
shaped structures. 


OFTEN OVERGROWN and hidden 


by trees, they arc still around tho 
mountainous New England coun- 
tryside. 


People store preserves In them. 


Hikers take shelter in tho mound-like 
structures. What appear to be monu- 
ments are near some of them. 


Fell calls the discoveries the "first 


skeleton of an American ancient his- 
tory." Ho bases most of his findings 
on Inscriptions found in the mounds. • 
But ho recently said tho dating Is ten- 
tative. 


"It's guesswork," he said In a tele- 


phone Interview from Cambridge, 
Mass. "I'm not going to stand firm on 
those dates. 


Fell said he first thought the set- 


tlers dispersed and Joined native 
American tribes when the colonies 
lost touch with Europe after Rome 
fell, about 480 A.D. Ho now thinks 
there may have been contact up 
through, say 1402, because of what he 
terms an Arabic script called Kufl, in- 
scribed on stones in Texas. He dates 
it at 1200 A.D. 


"IN EUROPE we know tho se- 


qucnce of how the word symbols 
changed, but In America they were 
Isolated. Old characters and manners 
of writing that went out of style in 
North Europe and Spain stayed on In 
America. 


"In somo areas, they were still us- 


ing the old system when Columbus ar- 
rived." 


In his book "America B.C." (Qua- 


drangle, November), Fell dates the 
Celtic-Iberian arrival at 500 B.C. 


"In.my sequel I'll have to propose 


later dates for everything," he said.'. 
"On tho other hand, the archeologists 
want to push them back to 2000 B.C., 
based on the similarity of archi- 
tectural styles to the European struc- 
tures. 
/ 


"They could have been built before 


there was writing." 


John Williams, 26, an amateur arch- 


cologist, took part in a dig last year 
on Mystery Hill In North Salem, N.H., 
where Fell and some colleagues ex- 
amined a dolmen —"a boulder laid 
across five upright' stones near a 
group of beehive chambers about sev- 
en feet high and 10 feet wide. 


Williams returned to his job as a 


high school English and history teach- 
er in Danbury, Conn., and began 'to' 
wonder about a nearby landmark that 
reminded him of the New Hampshire 
site. 


IN NEW YORK'S North Salem, 


amid rolling hills just across the Con- 
n e c t l c u t border, lies "Balanced 
Rock," a 90-ton boulder that rests on 
three stones. A sign, planted at the 
rock by the North .Salem Historical 
Society, says "Glacial Era," but WU- 
lianas doubts it. 


"In Europe there are thousands of 


this sort of construction, and under- 
neath many are burial sites," he said. 


"The caves are built in proximity to 


the dolmens, Celtic memorials to the 
dead, and there are 15 of them within 
two miles of here. There are 60 cham- 
bers of this type around the area. The 
center of the colony is 10 miles north 
of here at Lake Carmei, N.Y." 


Fell theorizes Iberian Celtics left 


North Africa or what is now Portugal, 
followed the Canary Island currents 
and landed near the Carolines. 


"We're on the same latitude as 


Spain and Portugal, and some in- 
s c r i p t i o n s have been found In 
Georgia," Williams said while driving 
post structures, modified with doors, 
now used to hold garden equipment or 
Insecticides. Most people assume they 
were built by Yankee farmers. 


"You only find them in pockets," 


BALANCED ROCK on route 116 in North 
Salem, N.Y. has been the object of specula- 


tion since the area was settled. John Wil- 
liams, teacher and researcher, theorizes it is 


a memorial to Druid priests constructed by 
Celts who he says inhabited the area. 


Williams said. "Sixty at Lake Carmei, 
25 In New Hampshire. This is the fur- 
thest extension of the colonies In the 
area." 


WILLIAMS NAMED three in- 


dications of the Celtic origin: .the ar- 
chitecture — an overlapping stone 
technique; the orientation to the sun, 
and the Celtic script. 


"They usually built them high on 


hilltops," Williams said. "Sun worshi- 
pers." 


He took a reporter to a cave in 


Rldgefield, Conn., he believes was de- 
signed to catch the first rays of sun 
on the Spring equinox, March 21. 


"On that day, I observed the sun- 


rise from inside the chamber. It was 
probably off by a couple of degrees, 
but the sun cast a light on a triangu- 


lar niche on the back of the interior 
wall." 


The Celts started the new year on 


May 1, 35 days after the equinox, 
"They used March 25," he aald. 


The inscriptions? Williams, citing 


Fell, says they are Ogam, a form of 
stone engraving invented by Phoeni- 
cians and used by ancient Celts. 
Ogam involves a horizontal line with 
vertical scratches above and below. 
"Not a language," Fell has noted, just 
as Roman letters ore a form of writ- 
ing used In different languages. 


JUST SOUTH of the equinox-catch- 


ing cave, Williams stopped on a dirt 
road, climbed up a small embank- 
ment and tapped a brush on tinfoil 
spread over a stone set in a wall. 


"The stones were often moved and 


used to make those New England 


stone walls, and here's an example." 
He climbed down, leaned on the car 
and examined the foil. 


The Inscription on the stone was up- 


side down, he said. A natural ridge on 
the rock was used as a horizontal line, 
and vertical lines carved above and 
below the ridge showed as clear trails 
in the otherwise pleated foil. 


To an untutored eye, the lines on the 


stone itself, with white discoloration 
in the grooves, were not too distinct. 
Williams • said they were carefully 
carved and straight; the carved angle 
and the,depth snowed that a sharp in- 
strument was used. 


He deciphered the inscription, letter 


by letter: "To the Sun God Bel." 


Some archeologists have noticed the 


structures. A Finn, Vilhaljmur Stef- 
fansson, speculated 45 years ago they 


were of Viking origin, then considered 
the Phoenicians. But most American 
archeologists do not think much of 
Fell's theories, even if they know of 
them. 


Fell returns the compliment, mock- 


ing specialists "who don't know Latin 
or Greek and deny that it's writing. 


"In fact, I've caught them out," he 


said. "Took part of a cast of a stone 
with a Phoenician inscription from 
Sardinia and put it with other stones. 
They pick them up, turn them upside 
down, every which way and say, 'root 
markings.' An American tree wrote in 
Pumlc on that stone." 


Fell, 59, is a British native who 


came to the U.S. from New Zealand! 
He prefers to deal with European 
archeologists. "I don't try to convince 
these old fossilized guys over here."

It sometimes takes a tragedy to 


create a community. This is the case 
in Vcrnon Township, where residents 
have gathered together to help a 
young Prairie View girl who was the 
victim of a vidous hit-and-run In- 
cident last August. 


On Dec. 11 local citizens will show 


how much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses for 14-year-old Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right leg when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 
U.S. Rtc. 45 and Port Clinton Road 
near Half Day. 


Some residents say they have 


pitched in to help the Anderson family 


because they arc neighbors. Many 
who are raising funds through bake 
sales and pancake breakfasts do not 
even know Ellen, but they think about 
what it would be like If it had been 
their own daughter.

IT WAS THE horror many residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken- 
ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. 


The accident happened .early in the 


evening Aug. 19. Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
saw a car coming. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away from the 
road the driver veered towards her. 
The car then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 
v 


No arrests have been made and 


there are no strong leads to answer' 
the question: who was the driver? 


The orily evidence police have is a 


description of the car: it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 1976 Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking light 
lens and damage to the grill work. 


"Somebody out.there knows. Some- 


body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf, a Lake County Sheriff's In- 
vestigator in charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wait a minute. "Tills family was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
Injury to their daughter, but also from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
Fishbein, a Vemon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day. 


ELLEN HAS GONE through four 


operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four inches be- 
low the hip. 


Ellen is home after a two-month 


stay in the hospital and Is making 
progress, her father, David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takes Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy every 
day and in January she will be fitted 
for an artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute.

P A D D O C K P U B L I C A T I O N S 


Medical costs for Ellen have ex- 


ceeded $30,000 and continue to grow. 
Insurance benefits for Ellen amount 
to $8,000 with the possibility of anoth- 
er $10,000 from the state. David An- 
derson earns $12,000 a year as a Ver- 
non Township highway commissioner. 
There arc six children in the family. 


The residents of Vernon Township 


responded to this need by setting up 
the Ellen Anderson Fund, which is 
being handled by the First National 
Bank of Lincolnshire. The fund has 
more than $16,000. A day-long event is 
set for Dec. 11 at Stevenson High 
School, III Rte. 22, Prairie View, 
where Ellen would have been a fresh-

Parks willing 
to deal with city 
for office space 


The DCS Pliilncs Park District is 


willing to trade the city its office 
building at 748 Pearson St. to make 
room for additional parking space if 
park offices can be provided else- 
where. 


David Markworth, director of parks 


and recreation, In a letter to Mayor 
Charles J. Bolek, said the park board 
wants to cooperate with the city, but 
that a recent proposal by Bolck is 
unacceptable. 


Bolck has proposed the park district 


be allowed to move its headquarters to 
the DCS Plaines Civic Center, 1420 
Miner St., In exchange for the Pear- 
son Street property, which would be 
used to expand the city's parking lot 
at Prairie Avenue and Pearson 
Street. The park district would have 
use of the office space rent free for 
seven or eight years, Bolek said. 


After the price of the Pearson 


Street property was accrued In free 
rent, he said, the park district would 
be charged regular monthly rent by 
the city. 


"THERE ARE MIXED feelings as 


to whether it would be advantageous 


or not to be even located In the civic 
center," Markworth said. "The other 
concern involves what happens at the 
end of the rent-free period. The park 
district .would then have nothing to 
show for It." 


He said the park board believes it 


would be to Its advantage to trade the ' 
Pearson Street property for a suitable 
facility that could be purchased by 
the city. The park district needs about 
3,500 square feet to house its adminis- 
trative offices. 


Bolck sold the city has no money 


set aside In its budget to acquire prop- 
erty for use by the park district. He 
said he is unsure what the city will do 
now that the proposal has been re- 
jected by the park district. 


The city tried to buy the park dis- 


trict property for about $130,000 two 
years ago, but the park district want- 
ed twice that amount. Park district 
officials said the district could not ob- 
tain comparable facilities with the 
money offered.by the city. 


No meetings have'been scheduled 


between city and park officials for 
further discussion on the proposed ac- 
quisition of the park district property. 


Minister helps the deaf 
to hear the ivords of God

The Rev. John Nlckcrson teaches 


the word of God the only way those 
living in a world of silence understand 
— through sign language. 


He has a steadily growing congrega- 


tion of about 100 deaf persons and 
families with hearing-impaired chil- 
dren in the North and Northwest sub- 
urbs. The congregation has no church 
of its own. 


Members gather every Sunday 


morning in Chicago and suburban 
churches which ore provided rent 
free. The organist plays, but the choir 
and parishioners sing praise with the 
intricate finger gestures of their own 
language. 


There are many in need of his ser- 


vices, The Rev. Nickerson said. There 
are more than 20,000 deaf persons in 
the Chicago area and only a handful 
of churches that offer sacraments and 
services for the deaf. 


BECAUSE SO MANY have hearing 


troubles, The Rev. Nickerson spends 
little time at home in Des Plaines 
these days. He is either lecturing in' 
sign language at Harper College, Pal- 
atine, performing services for the 
deaf at a nearby church or conferring 
with those who need his counseling in 
his parish offices at 800 W. Central 
Rd., Mount Prospect.

WASHINGTON. (UPI) - 
Assured 


by oven Republican legislators of a 
"long, long honeymoon* with Con- 
gress. President-elect Jimmy Carter 
said Tuesday it would be a mlstakri to 
assume ha has already decided to 
seek a tax cut. 


Carter told a news conference dur- 


ing his seven-hour scries of meetings 
with congressional leaders that his 
major legislative goals early next 
year will bo reducing unemployment 
and reorganizing the government. 


"It would bo a mistake to pre- 


suppose there will be a tax cut," Car- 
tor said. Ho said that while a tax cut 
is possible, ho will first have to see 
what the economic indicators are at 
tho time he takes office. 


CARTER FLEW BACK to his home 


In Plains, Ga. in early evening, carry- 
Ing with him a briefing book the thick- 
ness of two big city telephone direc- 
tories which he said he planned to 
study on "quiet days" Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


Carter mentioned during his first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
that a prompt tax cut might be 
needed if the economy were still in a 
slump In January, but he said Tues- 
day: "There has been an-excessive 
assumption by the press that I have 
mode a decision on a tax cut." 


Chairman Al Oilman of tho tax-writ- 


ing House Ways & Means Committee, 
sitting next to Carter, said later: "He 
feels, as I do, that there are other 
options that might be more effective 
(than a tax cut)." 


Carter also said he has set a goal of 


reducing the current 7.9 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per cent by 
the end of his first year in office. 


He emphasized the fact that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 6 per cent growth in the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
tainable. Carter and Burns met .Mon- 
day.

CARTER* TOLD Senate and House 


leaders that he would consult with 
Congress early in the formulation of 
any major legislation and said "there 
have been serious mistakes under Re- 
publican and Democratic presidents 
in the past because of the absence of 
this kind of discussion." 


The first Democratic president-elect 


in,eight years also met with Republi- 
can leaders and Sen. Robert Glrffin, 
the possible, new Senate GOP leader, 
said "he can expect cooperation from 
us." 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., said "I 


am looking forward to a long, long 
honeymoon" between the White House 
and Congress. ' 


Carter said his series of closed door 


meetings throughout the Capitol build- 
ing were "a demonstration to the 
country and to other nations that 
there is a compatibility between my- 
self and President Ford's adminis- 
tration on the one hand and with the 
leaders of Congress on the other." 


He promised to consult with Senate 


and House committee chairmen on 


cabinet appointments and said "it will 
be two or three weeks before I make 
very many announcements. There 
may be one or two between now and 
then." 


CARTER ALSO pledged, after stat- 


ing his determination to propose a 
government reorganization plan* early 
in the year 'and to "minimize the 
number of staff members in the White 
House. The number will be substan-' 
tially belqw that of past years." 


Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., chair- 


man of the House Appropriations 
Committee, said Carter told a closed- 
door lunch with House leaders that 
"one of his top priorities was getting

cd the appointment to the 'Our Savior 
Lutheran Church of tho Deaf In 1972 
knowing his task would not be easy. 


Ho must establish a place of wor- 


ship for the parish, offer recreational 
and creative outlets for the hard of 
hearing, help families accept and 
copo with the handicap, and make 
society sensitive to the needs of the 
deaf. 


He admits it is a big order for one 


man. But the prospects for accom- 
plishing these goals seem bright, said 
the pastor, who has a personal under- 
standing of the problems and conflicts 
the hard of hearing face. 


The Rev. Nlckerson's own hearing 


impairment as a youth was corrected 
through surgery, although he master- 
ed sign language as the only means of 
communicating with a deaf aunt. 


The fourth of his seven children also 


was born with a hearing impairment. 


"With a past like that, I was not 


surprised at my appointment to tho 
deaf ministry here. I was jus pi 
I could begin helping tho hard of 
hearing to lead normal, happy lives," 
ho sold. 


The Rev. Nlckerson gave up his 


teaching position in southern Illinois 
and his efforts to integrate racially 
tho first church in metropolitan Pitts- 
burg to accept tho deaf ministry. 


"MY OTHER assignments were ex- 


citing, but I will never return to a 
regular parish. It would be too dull. 
My work is here with the deaf," he 
said, "and I will stay here until my 
Job Is done." 


Tho Rev. Nickorson performs Sun- 


day morning worship services in sign 
language for his parish at the Our 
Savior Lutheran Church, Chicago, 
which carries tho same name as his 
congregation. 


He also performs sign language ser- 


vices every fourth Sunday at St. Paul 
Lutheran Church, 18 S. School St., 
Mount Prospect, where tho congrega- 
tion holds its religion classes and rec- 
reational activities. 


The Rev. Nlckerson conducts wed- 


dings, baptisms and funerals in sign 
language for anyone, regardless of re- 
ligious affiliation. 


"It will be a big shot in the arm 


when our parish has its own church.

The problem 
is helping hearing-impaired persons to 
build up some self-esteem and skills," 
ho said. 


THE COLD, HARD facts disturb 


The Rev. Nickerson. Many children 
arc 5 years old before a doctor detects 
their hearing Impairment and treats it 
properly 


There is an increasingly high di- 


vorce rato among parents with hear- 
ing-impaired children. It is because 
most parents are not hard of hearing 
themselves and ore not prepared to 
handle the pressures of raising a 
handicapped child, The Rev. Nlcker- 
son said. 


Counselors for the deaf and their 


families arc available through state 
agencies such as the Division of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation and private 
agencies such as the Lutheran Child 
and Family Services to help with em- 
ployment, training and other special 
services. 
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The state requires public education 


systems provide special education in- 
struction for the hard of hearing, but 
existing programs do not seem to be 
adequate, The Rev. Nickerson said. 


"THE DEAF ARE NOT given 


enough of a creative outlet and not 
enough of a chance to develop their 
skills. Few people are patient enough 


to take the time to explain things to 
them and show them how to do things. 
Once they've got it, they're all right," 
he said. 


Too often, doctors and nurses don't 


bother to explain to their deaf 
patients what is happening to them 
when they are hospitalized. Deaf per- 
sons stopped in their cars by police 


officers often have been mistaken for 
being on drugs when they attempt to 
speak in unsteady tones, he said. 


But his days still are filled with 


hope for overcoming the troubles of 
the hearing-impaired. 


"We've only just started," The Rev. 


Nickerson said. "And vvc will find a 
way to let those who sit in silence 
hear his words."

Community rallies around girl who lost leg

It sometimes takes a tragedy to 


create a community. This Is the case 
In Vernon Township, where residents 
have gathered together to help a 
young Prairie View girl who was the 
victim of a vicious hit-and-run' in- 
cident last August. 
. 


On Dec. 11 local citizens will show 


how much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses for 14-year-old'Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right leg when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 
U.S. Rtc. 45 and Port Clinton Road 
near Half Day. • 


Some residents soy they hnvo 


pitched in to help the Anderson family 


because they are neighbors, Many 
who are raising funds through bake 
sales and pancake breakfasts do not 
even know Ellen, but they think about 
what It would be like if it had been 
their own daughter. 


IT WAS THE horror many residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken- 
ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. 


The accident happened early In the 


evening Aug. 19. Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
sow a car coming. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away from the 
road the driver veered towards her. 
Tho cor then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 


No arrests have been made and 


there ore no strong leads to answer 
the question : 
s who was the driver? 


The only evidence police have is a 


description of the car: it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 1976 Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking light 
lens and damage to the grill work. 


"Somebody out there knows. Some- 


body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf, a Lake County Sheriff's in- 
vestigator in charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wait a minute. "This family was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
injury to their daughter, but also from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
Fishbein, n Vernon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day. 


ELLEN HAS GONE through four 


operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four inches be- 
low the hip. 


Ellen is home after a two-month 


stay in the hospital and is making 
progress, her father, David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takes Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy every 
day and in January she will be fitted 
for an artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute.

Medical costs for Ellen have ex- 


ceeded $30,000 and continue to grow. 
Insurance benefits for Ellen amount 
to $8,000 with the possibility of anoth- 
er $10,000 from the state. David An- 
derson earns $12,000 a year as a Ver- 
non Township highway commissioner. 
There are six children in the family. 


The residents of Vernon Township 


responded to this need by setting up 
the Ellen Anderson Fund, which is 
being handled by the First National 
Bunk of Lincolnshire. The fund has 
more than $16,000. A day-long event is 
set for Dec. 11 at Stevenson High 
School, 111 Rte. 22, Prairie View, 
where Ellen would have been a fresh-

Wheeling Disposal Co. to offset salary 
increases granted to scavenger ser- 
vice employes in a new contract ear- 
lier tlds month.

Wheeling Disposal, has asked the vil- 
lage board to approve a $1.50 per 
month increase in rates, citing "sub- 
stantial increases in our labor and 
other operating costs." He asked for 
the new rate to start Jan. 1.' 


The scavengers, all members of the 


Teamsters Union, were granted a 
$1.00 per hour pay increase in a new 
three-year contract signed in October. 
Scavengers earn from $7.77 per hour 
to Ml 30 per hour depending on the job 
and experience of the worker. 


BRKFSIEYER TUESDAY said his 


company has not asked for a rate In- 
crease since January 1974, when the 
village board approved the current 
$4,50 per month fee. He said the pro- 
posed $6 fee will "basically just cover 
our increased operating costs." 


"Our present rate has been In effect 


for three years. That's three years of 
increasing costs," he said. 


Erffmcyer said that in addition to 


labor costs, dumping costs increased 
by 40 per cent, fuel costs by 60 per 
cent and equipment costs by 5fi per 
cent.

Tax cut? Maybe—Honeymoon? You bet! 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Assured 


by oven Republican legislators of a 
"long, long honeymoon' with Con- 
gress. President-elect Jimmy Carter 
said Tuesday it would be a mistake to 
nssumo he has already decided to 
seek a tax cut. 


Carter told a news conference dur- 


ing his seven-hour'scries of meetings 
with congressional leaders that his 
major legislative goals early next 
year will bo reducing unemployment 
and reorganizing the government. 


"It would bo a mistake la pre- 


suppose there will be a tax cut," Car- 
ter said. Ho said that while a tax cut 
Is possible, he will first have to see 
what the economic Indicators are at 
the time ho takes office. 


CARTER FLEW HACK to Ills home 


in Plains, Go. in early evening, carry- 
ing with him a briefing book the thick- 
ness of two big city telephone direc- 
tories which he said he planned to 
study on "quicf days" Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


Carter mentioned during Ills first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
that a prompt tax cut might bo 
needed If the economy were still In a 
slump In January, but he said Tues- 
day: "There has been an excessive 
assumption by the press that I have 
made a decision on a tax cut." 


Chairman Al Ullman of the tax-writ- 


ing House Ways & Means Committee, 
sitting next to Carter, said later: "Ho 
feels, as I do, that there are other 
options that might be more effective 
(than a tax cut)." 


Carter also said he has set a goal of 


reducing the current 7.9 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per cent by 
the end of his first year in office. 


He emphasized the fact that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 6 per cent growth In the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
tainable. Carter and Burns met Mon- 
day. 


CARTER TOLD Senate and House 


leaders that he would consult with 
Congress early In the formulation of 
anymajor legislation and said "there 
have been serious mistakes under Re- 
publican and Democratic presidents 
in the past because of the absence of • 
this kind of discussion." 


The first Democratic president-elect 


in eight years also met with Republi- 
can leaders and Sen. Robert Girffln, 
the possible new Senate GOP leader, 
said "he can expect cooperation from 
us." 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., said "I 


am looking forward to a long, long 
honeymoon" between the White House 
and Congress. 


Carter said his series of closed door 


meetings tliroughout the Ccpltol build- 
ing were "a demonstration to the 
country and to other nations that 
there is a compatibility between my- 
self and President Ford's adminis- 
tration on the one hand and with the 
leaders of Congress on the other." 


He promised to consult with Senate 


and House committee chairmen on 


cabinet appointments and said ''it will 
be two or three weeks before I make 
very many announcements. There 
may be one or two between now and 
then." 


CARTER ALSO pledged, after stat- 


ing his determination to propose a 
government reorganization plan early 
in the year and to "minimize the 
number of staff members in the White 
House. The number will be substan- 
tially below that of past years." 
,Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., chair- 
man of - the House -Appropriations 
Committee, said Carter told a closed- 
door lunch with House leaders that 
"one of his top priorities was getting 
a mandate from Congress to submit a 
program of reorganization of the gov- 
ernment." 


Ullman said: "There arc a lot of 


people in this town who say (reorgani- 
zation) can't be done. I think Jimmy 
Carter has the great advantage of not 
knowing that It can't be done. God 
Bless him. I|m going to help him." 


Carter specifically sought out indi- 


vidual meetings with Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., and Rep. Jack 
Brooks. D-Tcx., chairmen respective- 
ly to the Senate and House Govern- 
ment Operations Committee which 
have jurisdiction over reorganization 
" legislation. 


Carter also told the news conference 


he- may hold "frequent 
fireside 


chats," a reference to the radio 
broadcasts by President Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt, to keep the public In- 
formed of his thinking on major is- 
sues after he takes office.

It sometimes takes a tragedy to 


create a community. This Is the case 
In Vcrnon Township, where residents 
have gathered together to help a 
young Prairie View glr! who was the 
victim of a vicious hit-and-run in- 
cident last August. 


On Dec. ir local citizens will show 


how much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses (or 14-year-old Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right log when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 
U.S. Rtc 45 and Port Clinton Road 
near Half Day. 


Some residents say they have 


pitched In to help the Anderson family 


because they are neighbors. Many 
who are raising funds through bake; 
sales and pancake breakfasts do not' 
even know Ellen, but they think about 
what it .would be like if it had been 
their own daughter. 


IT WAS THE horror many residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken* 
Ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. 


The accident happened early In the 


evening Aug. 19. Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
saw a car coming. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away from the 
road the driver veered towards her. 
The car then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 


No arrests have been made arid 


there ore no strong leads to answer 
the question: who was the driver? 


The only evidence police have is a 


description of the car: it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 1976 Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking light 
lens and damage to the grill work. 


"Somebody out there knows. Some- 


body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf, a Lake County Sheriff's in- 
vestigator in charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wait a minute "This family was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
injury to their daughter, but also from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
Fishbcin, a Vcrnon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day. 


ELLEN HAS GONE through four 


operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four Inches be- 
low the hip. 


Ellen is home after a two-month 


stay in the hospital and is making 
progress, her father, David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takes Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy every 
day and in January she will be fitted 
for on artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute 


Medical costs for Ellen have ex- 


ceeded $30,000 and continue to grow 
Insurance benefits for Ellen amount 
to $8,000 with the possibility of anoth- 
er $10,000 from the state. David An- 
derson earns $12,000 a year as a Ver- 
non Township highway commissioner. 
There are six children in the family 


The residents of Vcmon Township 


responded to this need by setting up 
the Ellen Anderson Fund, which is 
being handled by the First National 
Bank of Lincolnshire. The fund has 
more than $16,000.

Tax cut? Maybe—Honeymoon? You bet! 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Assured 


by even Republican legislators of a 
"long, long honeymoon' with Con- 
gress. Presidentelect Jimmy Carter 
said Tuesday It would be a mistake to 
assume he has already decided to 
seek a tax cut. 


Carter told a news conference dur- 


ing his seven-hour series of meetings 
with congressional leaders that his 
major legislative goals early next 
year will be reducing unemployment 
and reorganizing (he government. 


"It would be a mistake to pre- 


suppose there will be a tax cut," Car- 
ter said. He sold that while a tax cut 
li possible, he will first have to jee 
what the economic Indicators are at 
the time ha takes office. 


CARTER FLEW BACK to his home 


in Plains, Ga. in early evening, carry- 
ing with him a briefing book the thick- 
ness of two big city telephone direc- 
tories which he said he planned to 
study on "quiet days" Wednesday and 
Thursday. 
, 


Carter mentioned during his first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
that1 a prompt tax cut might be 
needed If the economy were still In a 
slump In January, but he said Tues- 
day: "There has been an excessive 
assumption by the press that I have 
made a decision on a tax cut." 


Chairman Al Ullman of the tax-writ- 


ing House Ways & Means Committee, 
sitting next to Carter,.said later: "He 
feels, as I do, that there ore other 
options that might be more effective 
(than a tax cut)." 


Carter also said he has set a goal of 


reducing the current 7.9 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per cent by 
the end of his first year in office 


He emphasized the fact that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 8 per cent growth In the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
tainable. Carter and Burns met Mon- 
day. 


CARTER TOLD Senate and House 


leaders that he would consult with 
Congress early in the formulation of 
any major legislation and said "there 
have been serious mistakes under Re- 
publican and Democratic presidents 
in the past because of the absence of 
this kind of discussion." 


The first Democratic president-elect 


in eight years also met with Republi- 
can leaders and Sen. Robert Girffin, 
the possible new Senate GOP leader, 
said "he can expect cooperation from 
us."_ 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., said "I 


am looking forward to a long, long 
honeymoon" between the White House 
and Congress.. 


Carter said his series of closed door 


meetings throughout the Capitol build- 
ing were "a demonstration to the 
country and to other nations that 
there is a compatibility between my- 
self and President Ford's adminis- 
tration on the one hand and with the 
leaders of Congress on the other." 


He promised to consult with Senate 


and House committee chairmen on 


cabinet appointments and said "it will 
be two or three weeks before I make 
very many announcements. There 
may be one or two between now and 
then." 


CARTER ALSO pledged, after stat- 


ing his determination to propose a 
government reorganization plan early 
in the year and to "minimize the 
number of staff members in the White 
House. The number will be substan- 
tially below that of past years." 


Rep. George Mnhon, D-Tex., chair- 


man of the House 
Appropriations 


Committee, said Carter told a closed- 
door lunch with House leaders that 
"one of his top priorities was getting 
a mandate from Congress to submit a 
program of reorganization of the gov- 
ernment." 


Ullman said: "There are a lot of 


people In this town who say (reorgani- 
zation) can't be done. I think Jimmy 
Carter has the great advantage of not 
knowing that it can't be done. God 
Bless him. I'm going to help him." 


Carter specifically sought out indi- 


vidual meetings with Sen. Abraham 
Ribieoff, D-Conn., and Rep. Jack 
Brooks, D-Tex., chairmen respective- 
ly to the Senate and House Govern- 
ment Operations Committee which 
have jurisdiction over reorganization 
legislation. 


Carter also told the news conference v 


he may hold "frequent 
fireside 


chats," a reference to the radio 
broadcasts by President Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt, to keep the public in- 
formed of his thinking on major is- 
sues after he takes office.

International mission welcomes all to share faith

The Snnt Nlranknrl Mission looks 


like any other house in DCS Plaines 
from the outside. 


Bushes and trees partially conceal 


the ranch-stylo house at 1015 Thacker 
St. from the passing traffic. 


But, tho building Inside Is a place of 


worship, furnished much the same as 
any suburban household. 


Several tlmea each week, about 50 


people of different faiths and nation- 
alities meet there to pray to a "for- 
mless" God — a divino creator be- 
longing to all people. Sant Nlrankarl 
is the group's designation for that for- 
mless, universal entity. 


THE 
INTERNATIONAL mission,- 


whose Midwest chapter is in DCS 
Plolncs, was founded at the turn of 
the century by Baba Buta Singh In 
India. 


It welcomes persons of Christian, 


Hindu, Moslem and all faiths to meet 
and exchange their beliefs and pray- 
ers. Each member takes his turn at 
reciting from his own holy books and 
relating his own teachings. 


Tho mission contends that all people 


believe essentially In the same God, 
but utilize different ways of going' 
about It. 


"Wo realize that every religious 


group has their own savior and own 
holy books. Each came Into the world 
to do his teachings at a different 
time," Sandip Lai, secretary and a 
leader of the mission, said. 


"Allah of the Muslims, Bhagwan of 


the Hindus and Jesus Christ of the 
Christian religions were all great 
preachers to their own people," he 
said. 
• 
- 


"WE RECOGNIZE and respect 


them all and are here only to bring 
people of all the faiths together to 
share in the different ways they real- 
ize the same God," he said. 


There are about 10 million members 


of-the mission throughout the world 
who are not required to take part in a 
conversion from their faith or pay 
dues. 


Members must only accept and 


agree to live by the basic principles of 
humility, hard work, accepting all 
persons as equals and regarding ma- 
terial wealth as secondary to spiritual 
belief. 


Designated elders of each mission 


chapter teach the principles and lead 
the regular prayer services. 
• Lai Is a dean of the mission and 
believes the basic principles 
"are 


simple enough to profess, but more 
difficult to live by." 


THE MISSION IS THE only one in 


Illinois and draws largely from Hindu, 
Moslem and Sikh populations in Chi- 
cago. 


The mission chapter was estab- 


lished in Des Plaines a year ago "be- 
cause we found just the right avail- 
able location and because it was con- 
venient for .most of the members to 
get to," Lai said.

The international mission has its 


largest following in India where the 
group's dedication to equality of all 
people provides an alternative to-the 
country's caste system." 


"In India, where I and many of us 


are from, there is a traditional caste 
system that does not allow people of 
different castes, according to their 
profession or faith, to inter-marry," 
Lai said. 


"HERE IN AMERICA, there is no 


caste system, and people come to the 
mission to learn more about other 
persons' faiths. But In India, many 
people find the mission an alternative 
for more than just religion," he said. 


"I was born in India of Hindu par- 


ents. I was raised in that faith. My 
wife was raised by Sikh parents in the 
mission. The mission believes that we 
are all brothers and sisters and here, 
I could marry the woman of my 
choice and continue to believe too," 
said Naresh Kumar, a member of the 
Des Plaines mission. 


Kumar and his wife were married 


in a chapter of the mission in India. A 
group leader asked for God's blessing. 
on the couple while guests joined In 
prayer and songs. 


The mission's regular Wednesday 


night and,Sunday morning services 
are similarly unstructured, composed 
mainly of group and individual pray- 
ers and hymms. • 


ONE MAN, SEATED ON the floor 


with his legs crossed, reads from the*. 
"Avtar Bani," the mission's'book of 
hymns. 
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The prayer is followed by a hymn 


sung a cappella by another man who 
accompanies himself with the gentle 
rapping of a drum. 


Then other members take turns re- 


citing phrases from the Bible and oth- 
er holy books, talking about their 
faith. The service ends with a com- 


mon prayer after about an hour of at- 
tentive listening. Members then grasp 
one another's hands in reverence. 


"We are as simple in our service as 


our spiritual leader, Bab Gurbachan. 
He and his family live in Delhi, India. 
He owns a spare motor parts store 
and travels about the world, telling 


people about the mission and talking 
about God," Lai said. 


"The mission's door Is open for any- 


one who wants to come and listen and 
learn. We do not want to interfere 
with the lives of others — only make 
their lives better if they desire to do it 
this way," he said.

Community rallies around girl who lost leg

It sometimes takes a tragedy to 


create a community. This is the case 
In Vcrnon Township, where residents 
have gathered together to help a 
young Prairie View girl who was the 
victim of a vldous hit-and-run in- 
cident last August. 


On Dec. 11 local citizens will show 


hosv much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses for 14-year-old Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right leg when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 
U.S. Rte. 45 and Port Clinton-Road 
near Half Day. 


Some residents say they have 


• pitched in to help the Anderson family 


because they arc neighbors. Many 
who are raising funds through bake 
sales and pancake breakfasts do not 
even know Ellen, but they think about 
what it would be like if it had been 
their own daughter. •' 


IT WAS THE horror many residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken- 
ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. 


The accident happened early in the 


evening Aug. 19. Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
saw a car coming. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away from the' 
road the driver veered towards her. 
The car then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 


No arrests have been made and 


there are no strong leads to answer 
the question: who was the driver? 


The only evidence police have is a 


description of the car:y it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 1976 Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking, light 
lens and damage to the grill work. <; 


"Somebody out there knows. Some- 


body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf, a Lake County Sheriff's in- 
vestigator in charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wait a - minute. "This family' was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
injury to their daughter, but also from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
Fishbcin, a Vernon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day. 


ELLEN HAS GONE • through four 


operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four inches be- 
low the hip. 


Ellen is home after a two-month 


stay in the hospital and is making 
progress, her father, David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takes Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy every 


• day and in January she will be fitted 
for an artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute.

Medical costs for'Ellen have ex- 


ceeded $30,000 and continue to grow. 
Insurance benefits for Ellen amount 
to $8,000 with the possibility of anoth- 
er $10,000 from the state. David An- 
derson earns $12,000 a year as a Ver- 
non Township highway commissioner. 
There are six children in the family. 


The residents of Vemon Township 


responded to this need by setting up 
the Ellen Anderson Fund, which is 
being handled by the First National 
Bank of Lincolnshire. The fund has 
more than $16,000. A day-long event is 
set for Dec. 11 at Stevenson High 
School, III Rte. 22, Prairie View, 
where Ellen would have been a fresh-

Ing his seven-hour scries of meetings 
with congressional leaders that .his 
major legislative goals early next 
year will be reducing unemployment 
and reorganizing the government. 


"It would be a mistake to pre- 


suppose there will be a tax cut," Car- 
ter said. He said that while a tax cut 
Is possible, he will first have to see 
what the economic indicators are at 
the time he takes office. 


CARTER FLEW BACK to his home 


In Plains, Ga. in early evening, carry- 
Ing with him a briefing book the thick- 
ness of two big city telephone direc- 
tories which he said he planned to 
study on "quiet days" Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


Carter mentioned during his first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
that a prompt 'tax cut might be 
needed if the economy were still in a 
slump in January, but he said Tues- 
day: "There has been an excessive 
assumption by the press that I have 
made a decision on a tax cut." 


Chairman Al Ullman of the tax-writ- 


ing House Ways & Means Committee, 
sitting next to Carter, said later: "He 
feels, as I do, that there are other 
options that might be more effective 
(than a tax cut)." .,

Carter also said he has set a goal of 


, reducing the current 7.0 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per cent by 
the end of his first year hi office. 


He emphasized the fact that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 6 per cent growth in the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
tainable. Carter and Burns met Mon- 
day.

Congress early.In the formulation of 
any major legislation and said "there

door lunch with House leaders that 
"one of his top priorities was getting 
a mandate from Congress to submit a 
program of reorganization of the gov- 
ernment."

This is the case 
liuVcrnon Township, where residents 
have gathered together to help a 
young Prairie View girl who was the 
victim of a vicious hit-and-run in- 
cident last August. 


On Dec. 11 local citizens will show 


how much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses for 14-yoar-old Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right leg when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 
U.S. Rte. 45 and Port Clinton Road 
near Half Day. 


Some residents say they have, 


pitched In to help the Anderson family 


because they are neighbors. Many 
who are raising funds through bake 
sales and pancake'breakfasts do not 
even know Ellen, but they think about 
what it would be like If it had been 
their own daughter. 


IT WAS THE horror many residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken- 
ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. 


The accident happened early in the 


evening Aug. 19. Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
saw a car coming. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away from the 
road the driver veered towards her. 
The car then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 


No arrests have been made and 


there are no strong leads to answer 
the question: who was the driver? 


The only evidence police have is a 


description of the car: it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 1976 Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking light 
lens and damage to the grill work. 


"Somebody out there knows. Some- 


body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf, a Lake County Sheriff's in- 
vestigator in charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wait a minute. "This family was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
injury to their daughter, but also from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
FLshbein, a Vernon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day. 


ELLEN HAS GONE through four 


operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four indies be- 
low the hip. 


Ellen is home after a two-month 


stay in the hospital and is making 
progress, her father, David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takes Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy e\ery 
day and in January she will be fitted 
for an artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute.

Medical costs for Ellen have ex- 


ceeded $30,000 and continue to grow. 
Insurance benefits for Ellen amount 
to $3,000 with the possibility of anoth- 
er $10,000 from the state. David An- 
derson earns $12,000 a year as a Ver- 
non Township highway commissioner. 
There arc six children in the family. 


The residents of Vernon Township 


responded to this need by setting up 
the Ellen Anderson Fund, which is 
being handled by the First National 
Bank of Lincolnshire. The fund has 
more than $16,000. A day-long event is 
set for Dec. 11 at Stevenson High 
School, 111 Rte. 22, Prairie View, 
where Ellen would have been a fresh-

Chemicals spilled by a Schaumburg 


firm are polluting the DuPage River, 
Illinois Atty, Gen. William R. Scott 
charged Tuesday. 


Scott's office 
filed a complaint 


against E. Targosz and Co., an au- 
tomotive fluids firm. The complaint 
was filed with the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board and asks for a fine of 
up to $10.000 plus $1,000 per day until 
the violations cease. 


Chief investigate Dave Roscnbaum 


said water tests conducted by an inde- 
pendent laboratory show. traces of 
zinc, mercury and organic chemicals. 


THE LABORATORY was hired by 


the village of Schaumburg, said Buil- 
ding Comr. Joe Julian, after in- 
spectors spotted "something other 
than rainwater" in the drainage dit- 
ches near the plant at 736 Estes Avc. 
in the Centex-Schaumburg Industrial 
Park. 


Water samples taken in September 


"looked bad, even to me, and I'm not 
a chemist," Julian said. 


The firm blends chemicals Into au- 


tomobile antifreeze, windshield sol- 
vent and brake fluid, he said, and also 
makes janitorial supplies. 


Most of the pollution probably 


comes from a sump pump that Is used 
to clear rainwater from the plant's 
loading area, Julian said. When che- 
micals arc spilled on the loading 
docks, "we think they've been squee- 
geeing It into the sump," he said, 
"and the sump dumps it outside." 


ItOSENBAUM SAID the chemicals 


arc carried through the Industrial 
park's drainage ditches Into Sugar 
Creek and the Du Page River. 


Schaumburg health officer 
Bob 


Grossman said the spilled chemicals 
pose no direct threat but could endan- 
ger wildlife downstream. "You just 
don't spill chemicals like that unless 
you've got a place to contain them," 
he said. 


Company officials appeared at a 


Nov. 10 zoning board meeting with a 
plan to contain the spillage, Grossman 
added, but "the board wasn't satis- 
fied" and asked the firm to sumit a 
new plan by Dec. 1.

Tax cut? Maybe—Honeymoon? You bet! 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Assured 


by even Republican legislators of a 
"long, long honeymoon' with Con- 
gress. President-elect Jimmy Carter 
said Tuesday it would be a mistake to 
assume he has already decided to 
seek a tax cut. 


Carter told a news conference dur- 


ing his seven-hour scries of meetings 
with congressional leaders that his 
major legislative goals early next 
year will bo reducing unemployment 
and reorganizing the government. 


"It would bo a mistake to pre- 


suppose there will be a tax cut," Car- 
ter said. Ho said that while a tax cut 
Is possible, ho will first have to sec 
what the economic Indicators are at 
the time ho takes office. 


CAKTEIl FLEW HACK to his home 


in Plains, Ga. In early evening, carry- 
Ing with him a briefing book the thick- 
ness of two big city telephone direc- 
tories which he said he planned to 
study on "quiet days" Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


Carter mentioned during his first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
ihat a prompt tax cut might be 
needed if the economy were still In a 
slump In January, but he'said Tues- 
day: "There has been an excessive 
assumption by the press that I nave 
mode a decision on a tax cut." 


Chairman Al Ullman of the tax-writ- 


ing House Ways & Means Committee, 
sitting next to Carter, said later: "He 
feels, as 1 do, that there are other 
options that might be more effective 
(than a tax cut)." 


Carter also said he has set a goal of 


reducing the current 7.9 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per cent by 
the end of his first year in office. 


He emphasized the fact that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 6 per cent growth in the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
tainable. Carter and Burns met Mon- 
day. 


CARTER TOLD Senate and House 


leaders that he would consult with. 
Congress early in the formulation of 
any major legislation and said "there 
have been serious mistakes under Re- 
publican and Democratic presidents 
in the past because of the absence of 
this kind of discussion." 


The first Democratic president-elect 


in eight years ako met with Republi- 
can leaders and Sen. Robert Glrffin, 
the possible ntw Senate GOP leader, 
said "he can expect cooperation from 
us." 


Sen. Charles Percy,. R-I1L, said "I 


am looking forward to a long, long 
honeymoon" between the White House 
and Congress. 


Carter said his scries of closed door 


meetings throughout the Capitol build- 
ing were "a demonstration to the 
country and to other nations that 
there is a compatibility between my- 
self and President Ford's adminis- 
tration on the one hand and with the 
leaders of Congress on the other." ' 


He promised to consult with Senate 


and House committee chairmen on 


cabinet appointments and said "It will 
be two or three weeks before I make 
very many announcements. There 
may be one or two between now and 
then." 


CARTER ALSO pledged, after stat- 


ing his determination to propose a 
government reorganization plan early 
in the year and to "minimize the 
number of staff.members in the White 
House. The number will be substan- 
tially below that of past years." 


Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., chair- 


man of the House Appropriations 
Committee, said Carter told a closed- 
door lunch with House leaders that 
"one of his top priorities was getting 
a mandate from Congress to submit a 
program of reorganization of the gov- 
ernment." 


Ullman said: "There are a lot of 


people in this town who say (reorgani- 
zation) can't be done. I think Jimmy 
Carter has the great advantage of not 
knowing that it can't be done. God 
Bless him. I'm going to help him." 


Carter specifically sought out indi- 


vidual meetings with Sen. Abraham 
Riblcoff, D-Conn., and Rep. Jack 
Brooks, D-Tex., chairmen respective- 
ly to the Senate and House Govern- 
ment Operations Committee which 
have jurisdiction over-reorganization 
legislation.

Conant band's hard work 
brings national recognition

Antying but 
listen to the musical selections waf- 
ting from the field. 


At Conant High School, fans might 


do well next fall to spend some time 
casting an ear to the half-time musi- 
cians, for if Conant band director 
Steve Hoernemann has his way, 
they'll be listening to national cham- 
pions. 


The success of the Conant band,

Community rallies around girl who lost leg

It sometimes takes a tragedy to 


create a community. This is the case 
In Vernon Township, where residents 
have gathered together to help a 
young Prairie View girl who was the 
victim of a vldous hit-and-run In- 
cident last August. 


On Dec. 11 local citizens will show 


how much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses for 14-year-old Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right leg when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 


U.S. 
ntc. 45 and Port Clinton Road 


near Half Day. 


Some residents say 
they have 


pitched In to help the Ajidcrson family 


because, they arc neighbors. Many 
who arc raising funds through bake 
sales and pancake breakfasts do not 
even know Ellen, but they think about 
what it would be like if it had been 
their own daughter. • 


IT WAS THE horror many residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken- 
ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. 


The accident happened early in the 


evening Aug. 19. Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
saw a car coining. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away from the 
road the driver veered towards her. 
The car then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 


No arrests have been made and 


there arc no strong leads to answer 
the question: who was the driver? 


The only evidence poHce have is a 


description of the car:.'it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 1976 Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking light 
lens and damage to the grill work. 
- "Somebody out there knows. Some- 
body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf. a Lake County Sheriff's in- 
vestigator in charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wait a minute. "This family was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
injury to their daughter, but also'from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
Fishbein, a Vernon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day. 


ELLEN HAS GONE through four 


operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four Inches be- 
low the hip. 


Ellen is home after a two-month 


stay in the hospital and is making 
progress, her father. David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takej Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy every 
day and in January she will be fitted 
for an artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute.

Medical costs for Ellen have ex- 


ceeded $30,000 and continue to grow. 
Insurance benefits for Ellen amount 
to $8,000 with the possibility of anoth- 
er $10,000 from the state. David An- 
derson earns $12,000 a year as a Vcr- 
non Township highway commissioner. 
There arc six children in the family. 


The residents of Vernon Township 


responded to this need by setting up 
the Ellen Anderson Fund, which is 
being handled by the First National 
Bank of Lincolnshire. The fund has 
more than $16,000. A day-long event is 
set for Dec. 11 at Stevenson High 
School, 111 Rte. 22, Prairie View, 
where Ellen would have been a fresh-

times in three years," replied Richard 
Erck of Master Metal. "How do we 
make corrections when we satisfy 
three inspectors and the fourth de- 
cides that something that passed the 
previous inspections now constitutes a 
violation? Explain why you pick on 
certain industries and then tell me 
that it's all in the interest of safety 
when my plant has never had a 
serious accident." 


Lcvenhagen suggested a complaint

"It costs money to prove a point,"

Ho said (hat while a tax cut 
la possible, ho will first have to sec 
what the economic Indicators are at 
the time ho takes office. 


CARTER FLEW BACK to his home 


in Plains, Ga. In early evening, carry- 
ing with him a briefing book the thick- 
ness of two big city telephone dircc- 
' lories which he said lie planned to 
study on "quiet days" Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


Carter mentioned during his first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
that a prompt tax cut might be 
needed If the economy were still In a 
slump in January, but he said Tucs-_ 
day: 
"There has been an excessive* 


assumption by the press that I have 
made a decision on a tax cut." . 


Chairman Al Ullman of the tax-writ- 


ing House Ways & Means Committee, 
sitting next to Carter, said later: "He 
feels, as I do, that there arc other 
options that might be more effective 
(than a lax cut)." 


Carter also said he has set a goal of 


reducing the current 7.9 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per .cent by 
the end of his first year in office. 


He emphasized the fact that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 6 per cent growth in the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
tainable. Carter and Burns met .Mon- 
day. 


CARTER TOLD Senate and House 


leaders that he would consult with 
Congress early in the formulation of 
any major legislation and said "there 
have been serious mistakes under Re- 
publican and Democratic presidents 
in the past because of the absence of 
this kind of discussion." 


The first Democratic president-elect 


In eight years also met with Republi- 
can leaders and Sen. Robert Glrffin, 
the possible new Senate GOP leader, 
said "he can expect cooperation from 
us." 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I1I., said "I 


am looking forward to a long, long 
honeymoon" between the White House 
and Congress. 


Carter said his scries of closed door 


meetings throughout the Capital build- 
ing were "a demonstration to the 
country and to other nations that 
there is a compatibility between my- 
self and President Ford's adminis- 
tration on the one hand and with the 
leaders of Congress on the other." 


He promised to consult with Senate 


and House committee chairmen on 


cabinet appointments and said "it will 
be two or three weeks before I make 
very many announcements. There 
may be one or two between now and 
then."

CARTER ALSO pledged, after stat- 


ing his determination to propose a 
government reorganization plan early 
in the year and to "minimize the 
number of staff members In the White 
House. The number will be substan- 
tially below that of past years."

Committee, said Carter told a closed- 
door lunch with House-leaders that

of his top priorities was getting

It sometimes takes a tragedy to 


create a community. This Is the case 
In Vornon Township, where residents 
have gathered together to help a 
young Prairie View girl who was the 
victim of a vldous hit-and-run In- 
cident last August. 


On Dec. 11 local citizens will show 


how much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses for 14-year-old Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right leg when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 
U.S. Rtc. 45 and Port Clinton Road 
near Half Day. 


Some residents say they have 


pitched In to help the Anderson family 


because they are neighbors. Many 
who are raising funds through bake 
sales and pancake breakfasts do not 
even know Ellen, .but they think about 
what It would be like if it had been 
their own daughter.

IT WAS THE horror many residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken- 
ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. • 


The accident happened early in the 


evening Aug. 19.' Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
saw a car coming. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away. from the 
road the driver veered towards her. 
The car then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 


No arrests have been made and 


there are no strong leads to answer 
the question: who was the driver? 
: 


The only evidence police have is a 


description of the car: it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 1976 Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking light 
lens and damage to the grill work. . 


"Somebody out there knows. Some- 


body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf, a Lake County Sheriff's In- 
vestigator In charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wait a minute. "This family was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
injury to their daughter, but also from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
Fishbein, a Vernon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day. . 


ELLEN HAS GONE through four 


. operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four inches be- 
low the hip. 


' Ellen Is home after a two-month 
stay In the hospital and is making 
' progress, her father, David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takes Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy every 
day and in January she will be fitted 
for an artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute.

Medical costs for Ellen have ex- 


. ceeded $30,000 and continue to grow. 
Insurance benefits for Ellen amount 
to $8,000 with the possibility of anoth- 
er $10,000 from the state. David An- 
derson earns $12,000 a year as a Ver- 
non Township highway commissioner. 
There are six children In the family. 


The residents of Vernon Township 


responded to this need by setting up 
the Ellen Anderson Fund, which is 
being handled by the First National 
Bank of Lincolnshire.

5% limit urged 
for increases 
in budget items 


A 5 per cent growth limit has been 


set as a guideline for Palatine depart- 
ment heads preparing proposals for 
the village's 1977-78 budget. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig said 


he has Instructed department heads to 
remain within 5 per cent of their 197G- 
77 budgets In computing their esti- 
mated needs for the coming fiscal 
year. 


He said the figure applies only to 


program needs for each department 
and does not Include items over which 
department heads have no control 
such as salary, Insurance and work- 
men's compensation costs. 


LAST YEAR departmtnt heads 


were given a 6 per cent growth limit, 
but Harwig said that figure included 
salaries for each department. This 
year department heads will be asked 
to submit only budget estimates for 
program and material costs which are 
part of their department!). 


"We've asked them to stay within 5 


per cent but that's still probably a 
little rich," Harwig said. "We'll prob- 
ably have to do a little manicuring 
even with that." 


The village manager said the 5 per 


cent figure was set after a review of 
projected village revenues for the 
next fiscal year. Harwig said the pro- 
jections are tentative. 


"There's always things thai could 


come up to change the picture," Har- 
wig said about the revenue projec- 
tions, "so everything we've set Is 
really just a block-type figure." 


Harwig said department heads have 


been asked to be concerned only with 
program and material needs because 
these are items for which costs can be 
projected. He said, for-example, in-, 
surance costs last year.Jumped 200 ' 
per cent,' an inflationary expense 
which could not have been foreseen. 


HARWIG SAID HE and Finance Di- 


rector John Hedstrora" will review' 
nondepartment-related expenses such1 
as insurance to plan budget proposals 
for these items. 


Department heads have been asked 


to complete their budgets and the fi- 
nance department has been asked to 
prepare a revenue analysis by Dec. 
17. Department proposals must be 
submitted to Harwig by Jan. 21. 


Harwig will prepare the prelimi-

The museum's collection was once 


the personal property of George F. 
Harding, a prominent Chicago politi- 
cian who died in 1939. The museum 
was established In Chicago as a tax- 
exempt, nonprofit corporation, but Mu- 
lack said his office is contesting the 
museum's tax exemption 
because 


"the museum was established Initially 


for public viewing, but the' artifacts 
were never available for public view. 
Most of them are in crates." 


THE HARDING collection once was 


offered to Schaumburg If the village 
would build a museum with elaborate 
security and climate control equip- 
ment. The village dropped the idea 
when it learned the building would 
cost as much as $6 million. 


The museum officials sold a Eugene 


Delacroix painting "Arab at the 
Tombe" for $135,000, Mulack said, and 
55 musical instruments for a total of 
$125,000. 


Until Covelli banned future sales, 


the museum bad planned'to sell 200 
relics valued at $800,000 nt five auc- 
tions In New York, Mulack said.

Carter mentioned during his first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
that a prompt tax cut might be 
needed If the economy were still In a 
slump in January, but he said Tues- 
day: "There has been an excessive 
assumption by the press that I have 
made a decision on a tax cut.", 


Chairman AI Ullman of the tax-writ- 


ing House Ways & Means Committee, 
sitting next to Carter, said later: "He 
feels, as I do, that there are other 
options that might be more effective 
(than a tax cut)." -

Carter also said he has set a goal of 


reducing the current 7.9 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per cent by 
the end of his first year in office. 


He emphasized the fact that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 6 per cent growth in the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally' . 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
tainable.

' Carter said his series of closed door

Many believers unite at mission

The Sant Nirankari Mission looks 


like any other house in Des Plaines 
from the outside. 


Bushes and trees partially conceal 


the ranch-style house at 1015 Thackcr 
St. from the passing traffic. 


But, the building Inside is a place of 


worship, furnished much the same aa 
any suburban household. 


Several times each week, about 50 


people of different faiths and nation- 
alities meet there to pray to a "for- 
mless" God — a divine creator be- 
longing to all people. Sant Nirankari 
is the group's designation for that for- 
mless, universal entity. 


THE INTERNATIONAL mission, 


whose Midwest chapter is hi Des 
Plalnes, was founded at the turn of 
the century by Baba Buta Singh in 
India. 


It welcomes persons of Christian, 


Hindu, Moslem and all faiths to meet 
and exchange their beliefs and pray- 
ers. Each member takes his turn at 
reciting from his own holy books and 
relating his own teachings. 


The mission contends that all people 


believe essentially in the same God, 
but utilize different ways of going 
about It. 


"We realize that every religious 


group has their own savior and own 
holy books. Each came into the world 
to do his teachings at a different 
time," Sandip Lai, secretary and a 
leader of the mission, said.

"Allah of the Muslims, Bhagwan of 


the Hindus and Jesus Christ of the 
Christian religions were all great 
preachers to their own people," he 
said. 


"WE RECOGNIZE and respect 


them all and are hero only to bring 
people of all the faiths together to 
share In the different ways they real- 
ize the same God," he said. 


There arc about 10 million members 


of the mission throughout the world 
who are not required to take part in a 
conversion from their faith or pay 
dues. 


Members must only accept and 


agree to live by the basic principles of 
humility, hard work, accepting all 
persons as equals and regarding ma- 
terial wealth as secondary to spiritual 
belief. 


Designated elders of each mission 


chapter teach the principles and lead 
the regular prayer services. 


Lai is a dean of the mission and 


believes the basic principles "are 
simple enough to profess, but more 
difficult to live by." 


THE MISSION IS THE only one in 


Illinois and draws largely from Hindu, 
Moslem and Sikh populations in Chi- 
cago. 


The mission chapter was estab- 


lished in Des Plaines a year ago "be- 
cause we found just the right avail- 
able location and because It was con- 
venient for most of the members to 
get to," Lai said. 


The international mission has its 


largest following in India where the 
group's dedication to equality of all 
people provides an alternative to the 
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country's caste system. 


"In India, where I and many of us 


are from, there is a traditional caste 
system that does not allow people of 
different castes, according to their 
profession or faith, to inter-marry," 
Lai said. 


"HERE IN AMERICA, there is no 


casto system, and people come to the 
mission to learn more about other 
persons' faiths. But in India, many 
people find the mission an alternative 
for moro than just religion," he said. 


"I was born in India of Hindu par- 


ents. I was raised in that faith. My 
wife was raised by Sikh parents in the 
mission. The mission believes that we 
are all brothers and sisters and here, 
I could marry the woman of my 
choice and continue to believe too," 
said Narcsh Kumar, a member of the 
DCS Plaines mission. 


Kumar and his wife were married 


in a chapter of the mission in India. A 
group leader asked for God's blessing 
on the couple while guests joined in 
prayer and songs. 


The mission's regular Wednesday 


night1 and Sunday morning services 


ore similarly unstructured, composed 
mainly of group and individual pray- 
ers and hymms. 


ONE MAN, SEATED ON the floor 


with his legs crossed, reads from the 
"Avtar Bani," the mission's book of 
hymns. 


The prayer is followed by a hymn 


sung a cappella by another man who 
accompanies himself with the gentle 
rapping of a drum. 


Then other members take turns re- 


cituig phrases from the Bible and oth- 
er holy books, talking about their 
faith. The service ends with a com- 
mon prayer after about an hour of at- 
tentive listening. Members then grasp 
one another's hands in reverence. 


"We are as Dimple in our service as 


our spiritual leader, Bab Gurbachan. 
He and his family live in Delhi, India. 
He owns a spare motor parts store 
and travels about the world, telling 
people about the mission and talking 
about God," Lai said. 


"The mission's door is open for any 


one who wants to come and listen and 
learn. We do not wont to interfere 
with the lives of others — only make 
their lives better if they desire to do it 
this way," he'sald.

Community rallies around girl who lost leg

It sometimes takes a tragedy to 


create a community. This Is the case 
in Vcrnon Township, where residents 
have gathered together to' help a 
young Prairie View girl who was the 
victim of a vidous hit-and-run in- 
cident last August. 


On Dec. 11 local citizens will show 


how much they care as they raise 
money to help defray the medical ex- 
penses for 14-year-old Ellen Anderson, 
who lost her right leg when a hit-and- 
run driver struck her bicycle near 
U.S. Rtc. 45 and Port Clinton Road 
near Half Day. 


Sonic residents say they have 


pitched In to help the Anderson family 


because they are neighbors. Many 
who ore raising funds tlirough bake 
sales and pancake breakfasts do not 
even know Ellen, but they think about 
what it would be like if it had been 
their own daughter. 


IT WAS THE horror muny residents 


felt when they heard about the sicken- 
ing circumstances of the accident that 
motivated them to help. ' 


„ The accident happened early in the 
evening Aug. 10. Ellen was riding 
down Rte. 45 near her home when she 
saw a car coming. When Ellen di- 
rected her bicycle away from the 
road the driver veered towards her. 
The car then ran over her, made a 


U-turn and came back and ran over 
her again. 


No arrests have been made and 


there are no strong leads to answer 
the question: who was the driver? 


The only evidence police have is a 


description of the cor: it apparently 
was a light green 1974 to 197fl Mercury 
Montego with a missing parking light 
lens and damage to the grill work. 


"Somebody out there knows. Some- 


body ran over her," said Sgt. Emer- 
son Krapf, n Lake County Sheriff's in- 
vestigator In charge of the case. 


The community, however, did not 


wail a minute. '"Flu's family was 
silently suffering, not only from the 
injury to their daughter, but also from 


the medical expenses,' said Justin 
Fishbein, a Vernon Lions Club mem- 
ber helping organize the Dec. 11 Ellen 
Anderson Day.- 


ELLEN HAS GONE through four 


operations since the accident. Injuries 
to her right leg and hip forced the 
amputation of her leg four inches be- 
low the hip. 


Ellen. Is home after a two-month 


stay in the hospital and is making 
progress, her father, David Anderson, 
said. Anderson takes Ellen to High- 
land Park Hospital for therapy every 
day and in January she will be fitted 
for an artificial leg at the Chicago Re- 
habilitation Institute.

Carter told a news conference dur- 


ing his seven-hour scries of meetings 
with congressional leaders that his 
major legislative goals early next 
year will bo reducing unemployment 
and reorganizing tho government. 


"11 would be a mistake to pre- 


suppose there will be a tax cut," Car- 
tor said. Ho said that while a tax cut 
Is possible, ho will first have to see 
what the economic Indicators are.at 
UK time he takes office. 


CARTER FLEW HACK to Ills home 


in Plains, Ga. in early evening, carry- 
ing with lilm a briefing book the thick- 
ness of two big city telephone direc- 
tories which he said he planned to 
, study on "quiet days" Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


Carter mentioned during his first 


post-election news conference Nov. 4 
that a prompt tux cut might be 
needed if the economy were still in a 
slump In January, but he said Tues- 
day: "There has been an excessive 
assumption by the press that I have 
made a decision on a tax cut." 


Chairman Al Ullman of the tax-writ- 


ing House Ways It Means Committee, 
sitting next to Carter, said later: "He 
feels, as I do, that there arc other 
options that niight be more effective 
(than a tax cut)." 


Carter also said he has set a goal of 


reducing the current 7.9 per cent 
unemployment rate by 1.5 per cent by 
the end of his First year in office. 


He emphasized the fact-that this 


goal, accompanied by another target 
of a 6 per cent growth in the nation's 
economy by the end of 1977, had been 
accepted by Arthur Burns, the fiscally 
conservative chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as reasonable and at- 
. talnable. Carter and Burns met Mon- 
day. 


CARTER TOLD Senate and House ' 


leaders that he would consult with 
Congress early In the formulation of 
any major legislation and said "there 
have been serious mistakes under Re- 
publican and Democratic presidents 
in the past because of the absence of 
this kind of discussion." 


The first Democratic president-elect 


in eight years also met with Republi- 
can leaders and Sen. Robert Girffin, 
the possible new Senate GOP leader, 
said "he can expect cooperation from 
us." 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., said "I 


am, looking forward to a long, long 
honeymoon" between the White House 
and Congress. 


Carter said his series of closed door 


meetings throughout the Capitol build- 
ing were "a demonstration to the 
country and to other nations that 
there is a compatibility between my- 
self and President Ford's adminis- 
tration on the one hand and with the 
leaders of Congress on the other." 


He promised to consult with Senate 


and House committee chairmen on 


cabinet appointments and said "it will 
be two or three weeks before I make 
very many announcements. There 
may be one or two between now and 
then." 


CARTER ALSO pledged, after stat- 


ing his determination to propose a 
government reorganization plan early 
, in the year and to "minimize the 


number of staff members in the White 
House. The number will be substan- 
tially below that of past years." 
^Hep, George Mahon, D-Tex., chair- 
man of the House Appropriations 
Committee, said Carter told a closed- 
door lunch with House leaders that 
"one of Ills top priorities was getting 
a mandate from Congress to submit a 
program of reorganization of the gov- 


1 ernment." 


Ullman said: "There are a lot of 


people in this town who say (reorgani- 
zation) can't be done. I think Jimmy 
Carter has the great advantage of not 
knowing that it can't be done. God 
Bless him. I'm going to help him." 


Carter specifically sought out indi- 


vidual meetings with Sen. Abraham 
Riblcoff, D-Conn., and Rep. Jack 
Brooks, D-Tex., chairmen respective- 
ly to tlie Senate and House Govern- 
ment Operations Committee -which 
have jurisdiction over reorganization 
legislation.
